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EDITOR' s PREFACE. 

« • 

I OWN it may appear unneceflary to the learned at this period to attempt an invefligatlon 
of the high antiquity of the Britifli language, of which the Cornift is moft inconteftablv 
a very pure dialeft. The fubjeft hath been already fuccefsfully treated by many diligent and 
able writers, to tlie entire fatisfaSion of thofe who delight in refearches of this kind. 

Yet, it muft be acknowledged, that a local inquiry and difquifition into the antiquity of our 
Cornifli-Britifh language has not been fo particularly attended to as it deferves. And as the 
difcovery of an original language is the firft and leading ftcp to the progrcflional examination 
of all other antiquities of a country, it follows of courfe, that the oldcft tongue ought to be 
ftudied and underftood previoufly to our entering upon the remains and records of lefs 
remote ages. 

On this confideration I am inclined to believe, that a work of this tendency will be very 
acceptable, both to the Antiquarian and the Philologift; efpecially as I can fafely aiTert, that 
the old .Corni(h*Britiih, which is here diftinguifhed very precifely from the modern Cornifli 
diale£l, is the moft pure and neareft the original of any fpeech now ufed in Armorica, or the 
northern provinces of France, Great Britain, and Ireland* 

The Chaldean, Syriac, Egyptian, Arabic, Phenician, Celtic, Gaulifh, Wel(h, and Cornifli 
languages are all derived from the original Hebrew tongue; and in their defcent one from 
the other, in travelling from the Eaft to the Weft, have branched themfelves into fo many 
different diale<As from one and the fame root* 

The Hebrew and Chaldee are very nearly the fame; and the Syriac is next to the latter* 
The former flouriOied from the beginning of the world to the Babyloniih captivity, 3400 
years : But in our Saviour's time, the Jews fpoke the Syriac language, and Cbrift and his 
Apoftles converfed in it. , 

As from the Hebrews to the Canaanites or Phenicians, fo from the Phenicians to the 
Greeks came letters and arts: And accordingly, from the Phenician character, the Grcek!> 
appear to have compofed their letters, and the Latins progreffively from the Greeks* 

So likewife, our ancient and true Cornifli appears to be moftly derived from the Greek 
and old Latin tongues, as it participates much of their cadence and foftnef^, with lefs 
of the guttural barflinefs peculiar to the Hebrew and Chaldee* This is the more eafily 
accounted for, as the Phenicians, about the time of the Trojan war, firft difcovered the Scilly 
Iflands, and the wefiern fliores ,of Cornwall ; with the natives of which they traded for tin^ 
and fold it to the Greeks* The language at that time fpoken in other parts of this ifland^ 
having travelled acrofs a vaft continent, was compounded and impure; and therefore we may 
boldly infer, that the fuperior purity of the ancient Cornifli is chiefly to be afcribcd to its 
genuine introduction from th€ fliores of Greece and Sidon. 

It is affirmed by writers, that the inland parts of our ifland were firft planted from the 
German continent, about eight hundred years after the Flood, and not from the Gauls: 
And indeed it is very poifible that the body of the fouth-weftern part of the ifland wa& ^ 
peopled from the Belgic and Oaulifli countries both, on account of their propinquity to 
our oppoiite coafts and inlets of fafety. Neverthelefs, our dialed in Cornwall muft certainly 
have obtained that purity, for which it is celebrated, from its immediate introduction 
by the Phenician navigators; efpecially as the character and orthography are fo greatly 
ibftened, and the language is divefted of that rough guttural pronunciation, which is retained 

to

to ifiis time by the Cambro-Britons, In faft, the Corniffi and the Armoric dUlc£ls arc the 
mod nearly al)icd in charafter, orthog^raphy, and found, of any two of the firitifli dialeds. 
I'he Wclfli, Irifli, and Erfs difFc;r from each other greatly j and the two latter difFcr from

the Cornifh and Gaulifh very much. Indeed the Welfli is clofely related CO us, and would 
appear more fo, if it were deprived of thofe numerous combinations of confonants, wicb^ 
which it is, to us, perplcxed-^nd entangled. 

Hence we may eafily account for the fimilarity exifting between the Cornrih and Armoric- 
Briti(h; for tlw coafts of Brctagne, Normandy, and Picardy, are oppbfite to the fliores of 
Cornwall, I>evon, &c. fo that the firft cpramercial difcoverers of thofe lands, in their failing 
up the Britifh Channel, had equal opportunities of communicating their Grecian and Roman 
dialefts of the Syriac root. This is evidenced by the colloquial refemblance to this day fub- 
fifting betwixt the Cornifli on the fouth-weftern margin of the county, and their oppofite 
ucighbours at Morlarx, and orlier parts of Bas Bretagn^,' where the low French and the 
Cornifh feem almoftone and the fame dialeft. If I had not been otherwife well apprized of 
this fa£i, yet my opinion would hu^e-'been confirmed by what I have heard from a very old man 
now living at Moushole near Penzance, who, I believe, is, at this time, the only pcrfon capable 
of holding half an hour's convcrfation on common fubjefts in the Cornifh tongue. He tells 
me, that above threefcore years ago, being at Morlaix on board a fmuggliiig cutter, and the 
only time he was ever there, he was ordered on (bore with another young man to buy fome 
greens, and not knowing a word of French, as he thought, he was much furprifed to lind, 
that he underftood a great part of the converfation of fome boys at play in the ftreet; and 
upon further inquiry, he found that he could make known all his wants in Cornifh, and be 
better underdood than he could be at home, when he ufed that dialed. I am well fatisfied of 
th« fad, as he is quite an illiterate man, and could have neither the temptation nor the 
ingenuity to invent a (lory fo ufelefs to himfelf. 

So many centauries having elapfed fince the ancient and true dialed hath been, fpoken, it is 
now become altogether obfolete, if not totally dead: I have therefore made a diftindion be- 
tween the ancient and modern Corniih in fome pieces, fuch as the Creed, Lord's Prayer, 
Proper Names of Places, &c. as more notorious^and ufeful for critical tnfpedion : And In the 
Vocabulary throughout, I have fed uloufly preferred and extraded from the MSS. which I 
have collected, all the ancient Cornifh I could find in them, divefted of Saxon words ^rith 
Corniib accents and terminations, impofed by oral and illiterate tradition. 

The old Britifli language being fuperfeded by the adoptidn Sind general cultivation of the 
Teutonic or Saxon tongue, in procefs of time became unintelligible and ufelefs in the body 
and bulk of,|his ifland, whence it was driven to the borders and extremities, fuch as Scotland, 
Wales, and^voTAwall, where it ftill maintains a reverence and footing among the refpedive 
•inhabitants, in the drefs of difFering dialeds. Indeed, the veneration in which it is held in 
Wales is fufficientiy ihewn by the prefervation of it among the natives ; many thoufands of 
the peafantry fcarcely knowing how to (hake themfelves underftood, in the Saxon or Eng^fh. 
To fuch a height of enthufiafm is it revered by many of the inland inhabitants, vthat th^y 
iioli all other fpeech in the utmoft contempt; preferring their own prediiedion with the moft 
ftubborn perverfenefs, and fliunning in the moft contumacious manner every fort of interlo- 
cution and communion with any other tongue, till overcome by the preiTure of their neceffi- 
ties, and the unavoidable intercourfe of mankind in trade and bufinefs. 

Had the Cornifh been equally pertinacious with them, we fhould not have had reafon to 
lament the lo(s of our native language for thofe many ages during which it has been almoft

Tank Into oblivion among "usi baf fuch has Ivr^jti iho ne:.!cifl of o^r cinceilors, a:v.l the dcptz^ 
dation of time, that our primitive fpeech was nearly annihi!a'-ed bcJoic the Art of P;ir.ciug 
could perpetuate the memory of it to poflcricy. 

So habitually inattentive were they, that many ycar«? after the difcovcry of this Art, the:»^ 
■ever adverted to the prefervation of the M6S. in t!icir langua'^c, fotli.it tlic only MS. extant, 
yersts that found in the Cotton Library, now about 800 years old, from which time no ether 
MS. appears, till about the fifteenth century, when we meet with one, which exhibits three 
Ordinalia or Interludes taken from Holy Writ; i. De origint mundi \ 2. Of the pajftm af otir 
Lordi 2* Of the RefurreSiion. The originals of thefe are all in the Bodleian Library; as. 
likewife one Ordinale, Of the creation of the world and the deluge, by William Jordan, or 
Hcilaftun, anno i6ii. The jch and laft book is a poem, entitled Mount Calvary, On thr 
pafllon and refurreftion of our Lord and Saviour. This MS. viriticn on vellum, uas j;!.'.:! 
by Mr. Anftis, Garter King at Arms, to Mr. Lbuyd ; but w^hen or by what author it uas 
v^ritten is wholly uncertain; though this' copy, by the hand v.riting, may alfo be attribuivJ 
to the fifteejith century. 

Th« late Rev. Dr. William Borlafe, my learned friend and relation, received a copy of 
this poem (which is the beft of the whole in theCornifh tongue) from the Rev. Dr. Lytrlet<>n, 
Dean of Exeter, afterwards BiOiop of Carlifle; which was wtitten imder the diredhon of 
Mr. Sea wen, of Molinick, who fays, *' That he had long had a propolal and a defire for the 
recovery of our primitive tongue; and that at the laft afRzes, 1678, that he was able to be 
at in Lancefton to perform his duty to his Kin^ and country, there in the Judges* chambers 
happened fome fpeech to be of things memorable in Cornwall, and particularly concerning 
the ancient Cornifh tongue ; for the lofs or decay whereof Sir Francis North, then Lord 
Chief Juftice, afterwards Lord Keeper, feemed to be concerned ; blaming us all then prefent : 
Knquiring alfo whether there were any thing written in it now remaining. 1 told his 
Lrordihip, I had an old Corniih piece long in my keeping ; viz. The paflion of Chrift de- 
fcribed in Cornifh heroic metre. His Lordlhip was carneft for a fight of it. This, fpoken by 
fuch a perfon, a ftrange&to our country, (and I having thereupon promifed it to him, at his 
next coming in circuit) it put me into more ferious thoughts concerning it than formerly. 

<< Accordingly I prepared it with fome additions thereon, as well as I could, (without help 
of fit books, and men living, and good aflbciates by me) but then by reafon of grievous 
infirmities grown upon roe, in the mean time, expreflTed by fyncopes and other diftempeis, 
I was not able to prefent it to his Lordfliip as I intended; together with the difcourfe which 
tikes it rife from the aforementioned conference in 1678, fince which time it hath layen upon 
my hands* 

'* I do not know any Cornifh writing elfe extant, and this hath been a long time referved 
by me as a precious relid.^ How ancient it is may be in part guelTed at, but not clearly 
made out by demonflration. But as to the fpeech itfelf preferved in this writing, it is fuch as 
the common fpeakers of the Cornifh now ufed here, and in Wales, sind Armorica do not 
underflaad it; nor any but fuch as will be fludious in it : No more, than the common 
fpeakers of the vulgar tongue of the Greeks do at this day Homer's Iligds. Words of one 
another, 'tis true, all thofe three forts of people do underfland alternately; not all, but moftly 
fuch as are radical. Colloquies of one another they do not enjoy* nor diftinguifh the feveral 
dialeds; and leafl of all do our common fpeakers underfland this MS. hut fuch of them as, 
upon fludy, come to the knowledge of it, commend the elegancy thereof extremely. 

* By this it appears, that Mr. Scawen had never Iztn the plays before mentioned. 

" If 
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" If I (houH fay, that thefe endeavours of mine, would be totally ufeful and fuccefsful to 
the recovery of the fpeech, as ill qualified as I am, I know well it muft be thought more vain 
and cenfurable in me, now at 84, than it was in 't'ully to attempt the Greek tongue at 60 

years. For me it will fuffice me, if I do but, hoc digito monflrare vlam.'* Unfortunately this 

was the cafe ; for in the fame year, that worthy old gentleman departed this life, and left his 
papers on our fubje£l in a very difcrdered condition, together with feveral others on Stannary 
bufinefs, he being aifo Vice- Warden of the Stannaries many years before his death. 

Here a paufe fucceeds to any further inquiries into our fubject for more than twenty years; 
when Mr. Lhuyd coming into Cornwall profefiedly on this bufincfs, it made Mr. I'onkin, 
Mr. Keigwin, Mr. Gwavas, and feveral other Cornifli gentlemen, very folicitous to promote 
his fuccefs, by all the afliftance in their power, which was not inconfiderablc, as from 
a ftrong prepoffeffion in favour of their native language, they were exceedingly zealous in 
the caufe, and diligent in their endeavours to reftore this objeA of their veneration to its 
former honours. Accordingly we find in the correfpondence of Mr. Lhuyd and Mr. Tonkin, 
about the commencement of the prefcnt century, that Mr. Lhuyd had gone great lengths 
towards the formation of a Corniih-BritiOr Vocabulary, as he fays at the end of his Cornifli 
Grammar, p. 253.-^That looking over the (heets of his faid Grammar he muft recall the 
promife made in his preface, p. 222, of a Cornifli -Englifh Vocabulary, there being no room 
for it in that Volume of Gloflbgraphy, and therefore muft defer it 'till the next. Mr. Lhuyd*s 
death about the year 1709 fruftrated his good intention, which muft have been the greatefl 
lofs to this purfuit that it ever had) or ever will meet with) on account of his profound 
learning and fingular attachment to the recovery of our primitive language. ^ In his hands, 
particularly fitted as he was for the undertaking, and fupplied with every eflential article of 
erudition from furrounding libraries, not only the recovery of this dialed^ would have been 
eiFeded, but it would have been adorned with every elegancy and improvement, from the 
unceafing labours of fuch a confummate Philologift.— - 

Soon after the death of Mr. Lhuyd, all his MS. colle<ftions were furrendered to the cuftody 
of Sir Thomas Sebright, who died in 1736. His heir being a minor offender years, and the 
truftees unmindful of fuch things as were not obvioufly and immediately conneded with the 
benefit of their charge, thofe colledlions were eventually buried, and loft to all future publick 
infpediion. 

Here I fliould obferve alfo that about the 15th year of this century, the publick expectation 
was turned towards Mr. Hals, of Fenton Gymps, who profefled a warm aflFeSion for the 
diale£t of his country and took uncommon pains to heap together a mafs of words which he 
entitled Lhadymer ay Kermw^ or the Cornifli Interpreter ; which I difcovered, fome years fince, 
by certain notices found among Mr. Tonkin's writings, to be in the cuftody of the Rev. 
Henry Hawkins Tremayne. Mr. Trcraayne, on my application, found the MS. and lent 
it to me for a confiderable time.

Mr. Hals's Lhadymer is a moft ftrange hodge-podge of Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and Brttifli 
words, confufedly heaped together, and in fuch a manner as not only to fliew his want of 
method, but alfo to expofe his great deficiency in thofe learned languages, which he lugged 
in to fupport and ilJuftrate his etymology; it being common with hhn to write Tempore 
regnum Augujlm \ ojlium fiuvius^ ^c. Indeed all his knowledge of thofe languages appears 
to have been derived from fome books, with which he was furniflied by his firft wife, the 
wido;v of one Code, a fchoolmaftcr of St. Wcnn, However, as this farrago contained fome 

intelligence 
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intelligence not unworthy my notice, I took particular care to klcSt all that was valuable and 
proper for my purpofe. 

About the time of Mr. Lhuyd's demife, Meflrs. Tonkin, Kelgwin, and Gwavas, with 
«ther aflbciates, kept up a correfpondence in their native tongue, as well as they could, by 
colleding all the mottoes, proverbs, and idioms, on which they could lay their hands. 

In this coIle6tion Mr. Tonkin took the lead, being determined to publiQi a Cornifli Word- 
Book in his then propofed Hifiory and Antiquities of Cornwall illuftratcd, in three volumes 
quarto. But being a perfon of a defultory turn, and meeting with many vexations and difH- 
culties in the world, he died before he had compleated the work. He left, indeed, a large mafs 
of MS. books, but they were thrown together without any fort of order or connexion. Had 
this gentleman been as happy and fteady in his difpofition, as he was diftinguifhed by his 
learning and genious, his abilities would have enfured applaufe far fuperior to the coldnefs of 
fimple approbation. 

Mr. Tonkin was affifted in his undertaking by the critical knowledge and induftry of 
William Gwavas, £fq. who was indefatigable in colle£ting and afcertaining words for his nfe 
and arrangement. Mr. Martin Keigwin likewife, and his fon Mr. John Keigwin, both 
inhabitants of the little fifliing village of Moushole, and who had fucked in the broken diale<9:. 
with their milk, were ready upon all occafions to clear up any doubts that might arife, and 
were generally fortunate in removing thofc difficulties, which embarraifed the other Qentlemen.. 

The refult of this coalition was an alphabetical arrangement of words ; not however in the 
manner of the Vocabulary found in the Cotton Library, which is exceedingly devious and 
irregular, being writteti throughout i^n continued , lines, without any refpe£t to order and 
verbal difiribution. — In confequence of the death of Mr. Tonkin, this colle&ion muft have 
lain fome time fubjeft to the caprice of his defendants, who were illiterate women, and was 
therefore liable to much lofs and mutilation, till it was taken into the proteAion of the late 
Robert Hoblyn, of Nanfwhidden, £fq. in whofe celebrated library it met with a'fafe afylum. 
—It was afterwards taken thence, and committed to ifay truft by favour of the late John 
Q^iicke, Efq. who married the relid of Mr. Uoblyn, and who, with reiterated expreffions of 
his wiQi to fee it warmed into life, configned it to my care for correflion, additions, and pub- 
lication; to which end I pledged my diligence and application, with whatever affiftance I 
could procure from the MSS. before mentioned, together with fome detached papers from 
Mrs. Veal, the daughter of Mr. Gwavas ; from Mrs. Mary Uftick, the widow of the Rev 
Henry Uftick, of fireage; and from the papers of Mr. John Bofons, of Newlyn. I alfo 
applied to Mifs Fofs, the reprefentative of her grandfather Thomas Tonkin, Efq. for the ufe 
of his other MSS. to which I. hsid accefs, smd from which I extrafied all that I could find 
valuable in that rich mafs of indigefted materials. 

The manufcript ground-work of my undertaking being thus acknowledged, I muft alfo 
confefs my Implicit fubmiffion to the works of Mr. Lhuyd, and of the late Dr. Wm. Borlafe, 
who, in the interval betwixt the death of Mr. Tonkin, and his papers being delivered into my 
cuftody, publiihed at the end of his Antiquities of Cornwall an epitomifed Vocabulary, which 
has furnifhed a few ufeful additions to my larger colledion. It is likewife with flngular 
fatisfa£lion that I acknowledge my obligations to the Rev. Mr. Whitaker, of Ruan Lany- 
horn, for his communications^ and his criticifms on the Britiih language; a Gentleman, whofe 
warm defence of our ancient tongue deferves the grateful applaufe of his country. 

After much confideration how to render my performance fo full and complete as to engage 
the approbation of the publick, and as the curious nature of the undertaking demands, I 

determined 
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determined to make.it a digeft of the Coriiifii-Britifti language, by. introducing In the Firft 
^art the marrow of Mr. Lhuyd's Grammar, with fome additions, in which arc incorporated hi& 

inftrudtions for the reading of old Britiih MSS. 1 hope this very learned Introdu&ion to 

Philology, which I have reprinted at the entrance of my book, will not b^ found oUl of ita 

place, The Second Part contains my Vocabulary, confifting of fevcral th^ufand words^ 

collc6lcd and arranged from the materials already mentioned. This hath employed the labour 
of many years; and, perhaps, a work of a drier kind hath feldom been undertaken by an3F 
harmlefs drudge whomfoevcr.* As the whole of the Cotton Vocabulary is inferted, I have 
taken care to note each word from that ancient remain, with this markf. — The Third and 
laft Part, confifts of the Cornifli Proper Names of Hundreds, Parifhes, Villages, &c. with their 
diftinftions of the old and modern Cornifli fet forth in the concifeft manner I could adopt, fo 
that the reader may, at a fingle glance, apprehend the difference. This is followed by the 
Creed, Pater Nofter, and Decalogue in both Ancient and Modern Cornifli; and alfo Mottoes, 
Proverbs, and Sayings in the Vu)gar Cornifli ; with the laft correfpondence between Mr. 
Lhuyd and Mr. Tonkin. 

I wifli, indeed, it haffl)een within the compafs of my knowledge, to have rendered the 
Vocabulary perfcft and complete; but the fcanty and limited materials I had to confult rendered 
every hope of that kind abortive: For, according to the beft information I have been able to 
procure, there arc no other Cornifli MSS. to be met with any where, befide thofe I have 
already mentioned; from which 1 have'cxtrafted thofe words in the Vocabulary, which are 
to be found in them, illuftrated by numeroiis-^^uotations from them, which are familiar to 
the language of fcripture and the popular idiom. 

As for the vulgar Cornifli now fpoken, it is fo confined to the extremeft corner of the 
county, and thofe ancient perfons who ftill pretend to jabber it, are even there fo few; the 
fpeech itfelf is fo corrupted; and the people too, for the moft part, are fo illiterate; that I 
cannot but wonder at my patience, and aflume fome merit to myfelf, for my Angular induftry, 
in colle<aing the words which I have accumulated from oral intelligence; efpecially, as 
hardly any of the perfons, whom I have confulted, could give a Mlerable account of the 
orthography, much Icfs of the etymology, or derivation of thofe words, which they ufe; for 
they often join, or rather run, two or three words together, making but one of them all; 
though their pronunciation is generally corrcd: — As, for inftance, " Meraftadu,'* which 
they pronounce in one breath* as if it were a fingle word: Whereas it is a contraAion of 
four, " Meor 'ras tha Dew;'* Many thanks to God; anciently written, ** Maur gras tha 
Dcu ;" And, " Meraftawhy," Many thanks to you; a contraftion of *« Maur Vas tha why."

I Know very well (learned Gentlemen) that it is jnuch a debt upon me, to make 
to you, in the firft place, fome apology or cxcufe, for taking upon me to 
write and publilh a Cornijh Grammar, and Vocabulary, when I was neither born 
in the county of Cornwall^ nor yet fojourned in that country more than four 
months. — The truth is this, I was bound, according to the commands of fome 
Lords and Gentlemen of IVaUs^ and fome others all over this kingdom, to write, 
fo as I could, on the Britijb Tongue (or oldeft Language of this Ifland) fome- 
thing more than had been written before, by the much-knowing and much- 
learned Mdfter Doftor Davis ^ and fome others, on the JVelJb-BriiiJh. And there- 
fore this charge is fallen upon miC (would I— or would I not) to give the beft 
information that I can to thofe that arc ftudious in this Ancient Tongue, about 
the other Britijh Diale£ls, vi^. the Cornijh^ the Armorick (or as it is called with 
us in U'aleSi the Sezauick) and the Caledonian^ or Scotcb'BritiJby which is fpoken in 
the Highlands of Albany ^ and the kingdom of Ireland \ where are ft ill preferved 
(as every one ftudious in thefc Ancient Tongues may fee in this book) many 
hundreds of words at the leaft, which in their true nature or language, were 
taken from the Britijh Tongue, Now whereas there is not one fingle Grammar, 
or yet a Vocabulary for this Tongue (except fome fmall Armorick and French 
books) publifhed, I found myfelf bound to write you a fort of Grammar, for your 
Tongue. I know very well, that the inhabitants could have performed this work 
much better, than is done by me. But yet I confidered that it was better to 
give fome fort of help, than no help at all 5 and likewife that this poor work of 
mine, might induce another to begin a good one. And I have too fome 
hopes that the noble readers, and good judges, will forgive the faults to a 
ftranger of a far country, which if there were a Vocabulary, written before, 
would not be printed in this paper; and where we fpeak but never fo little 
about the Tongues aforefaid, in this book, or before thefe Grammars and Voca- 
bularies of mine Ihould come to be printed, as they arc ufcd abroad; fo I did 
(with the neceflary turnings) come to print and publiih the Armorick^ or French- 
Britijh Grammar, and Vocabulary. 

But 
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But yet (on the other fide) as I would not for any thing, take upon me to 
perform i:ny one thing foever that is above my power, fo I take leave here to 
tell the Reader, that, what can be given, I have recovered by fome diligence 
about the Ccrnijh Language, by the help of the H^'^elJ/j Tongue; and whatfocvcr 
thing I cannot draw from thence, I leap over. The way that I took to get fome 
knov.'ledge of the Cornijh Language, was, partly by writing fome down from the 
mouths of the people in theWcf^of Q?r/raW/, in particular in the parifh o(St,JuJl; 
and partly, by the like help of fome Gentlemen, who wrote out for me many 
Cornijh words: in particular, Mr. John Keigwyn of the iouccr houje in Moufcbole^ 
Mr. Euftick in the aforefaid parifti of St. Jufty Mr. James Jenkyns of /Ihertojiy-f by 
Penzance, and Mr. Nicholas Bo/on of Newly n in the parifli of Paul. But I got the 
bell part of my learning from three Manufcript Ccrnijh books, put into my hands 
by the moft Reverend and mod 'worfhipful Father in God Sir Jonathan 7re- 
lazvncyy Bifhop of Exeter; and that moft knowing and moft learned gentleman, 
John AnjUsy Efq. one of thefcnators of the county of Cofynvall, in London , and the 
aforefaid Mr. Kei^ziyn, who, by the requeft of the before named Bifliv-^p, tranflared 
the faid books into Englijh; and is without any comparifon, the moft fkilfull 
]udge of our age in the CorniJJj Language. Befides the three Manufcript books 
above, Mr, An/iis found a 5r;V//2^ Vocabulary, hand-written many ages fince, in 
the Cotton i^xbrdiry in London, and, (a) as he did always, fo according to his good 
will on tlie like occafions before and after, he wrote to me about it. When I had 
looked over the book, I perceived very well that it was not a Jt'^el/h Vocabulary, 
according to the Latin name (written at the latter end) Vocahularium IVallicum ; 
but a CorniJh Vocabulary, as the thing (according to my thought) muft appear to 
every Briti-fj reader, that fliall confider upon the tranflations of thefe Latin words, 
viz. Angelus, Ail\ Stella, Steren ; Membrum, Ezel; Supercilium, Abranz; Col- 
lum, Conna; F dhtum j^SteJenic-^ Mentum, Elget-, Tibia, Elejker; Vitricus, Altro\ 
Regina, Rtiivanes; Vulgiw, Pohel biogo -^ Puer, Floh; Senex, Coih\ Mercator, 
Guicrur\ Prora, P^lurrog\ Umbra, Scod\ Milvus, Seoul; Bufo, Croinoc; Rana, 
Guiijihin; Paflcr, Gohan; Pullus, Tdhnunc \ Scorr\hcr, Brethyl; Lucius, Denjboc 
dour; Vulpes, Louuern ; Urfus, Ors\ Scrofa, -<7/^/i ; Echinus, «9or^ ; and many 
other words, which are not known among us JVelJhnien. I know full well that I 
could produce one, an»1 that with more true likenefs, than can the fmall Voca- 
bulary of the Britijh Annorick, or Britijh of the country of Lczou in Prance^ be •, for 
that cialedl is near thereunto ; and in truth there are many words of them to this 
day ftiil fpf>ken hy the people of Lezou, although they are not ufcd now in the 
couiuy of CornivnH, But this v/rong-thinking is put away, without much trouble, 
when we difcover that the auinor of this Vocabulory, when he was in want for 
BriiJ'- words, did write down Old Englijh words for the fime, by giving them 
fomctimes a Cornifo termination ; and did not bring any of the words from the 
Frc}:c::, as he would without doubr, if he I)ad been an Armorick Briton. Now 

thefe 
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thefe, and the like, are the words thereof, taken out of the Old Englj/h; Comes, 
Turli Leftor, ReJior; Hamus, Hye; Fiald, Harfel; Saltator, Lappier\ Sartor, 
Sewfad\ Contentiofus, Strivori Spinthcr, Broach\ Fibula, Streing\ Rsiptor ^ Rotiion 
Nodlua, //«/<?/ Hzlcc, Herring; Prahun, Bidini h^Lgcnz, Kanna\ Trutta, Trud. 
Now as it could not be any Armoriek Briton^ that wrote this Vocabulary, fo nei- 
ther could it be written by any Weljhman. . For had he been TifVelJhman^ he would, 
without farther confideration, have written, Darlhennydhy Breyr^ f/i?%, ^elytty (or 
Krutb) Neidiur^ Guniadydhy Kynhenr^s^ Guaeg, Arueftr^ Tfpeiliury Pylbyattj Pennog, 
Guerlodby TJien (or Kynnog Pifer^ or Koftrelb) and Breihylb. In like manner, if it 
had been done by an Armoriek Briton, he would never have named the things 
called in Latin, ^ercus, Rbamnus, Metis, L^pus, Hoedus; Glaftanen, Eithinen, 
Bro%, Scouarnog, Min: but inftcad thereof, Guazen daro, Ldn, Lus, Gat, and 
Gavar Man. I have marked the words taken out of this Old Vocabulary thus [f] 
and this is alfo put in the like manner, before fome other old words drawn from 
a large old Latin book, written no doubt by fome Briton ; but of what country 
or kingdom I know not. 

But Doftor Davies (according to my thought) has named this Coriiifb Voca- 
bulary in the Cotton Library, Liber Landavenjis : for there are many words, in this 
/^^ Vocabulary, marked. Lib. Land, which I never faw in another book. But 
yet, as he had fcen the book which is now in the Cotton Library, I wonder that he 
would not draw all the words from that to his own book. Neverthelefs the truth 
is, I know very well that the words therein marked Ldb. Land, arc not written in 
the book called Liber Landavenjis ; for I have looked over that before written book, 
in the Library of that moft learned and mod knowing gentleman, the Lord of 
Lanner in the country of Guenez, i. e. Nortb IVales^ and likcwife a fair trapfcript 
in the Library of Jefus College, in Oxford. 

There is fome hope in me, that the Reader will forgive me, thatl do not always 
write after the language of our time, nor yet keep to the writing retained in this 
Comijb Vocabulary. By perufing the aforefaid written books, I have difcovered 
that there have happened four noted changes (or variations) and remember very 
much, in the Cornijb tongue, within this age, or thefe lad hundred years : and 
the fame berng before very little printed in the Latin and Celtick A'ocabulary 
before fet forth, I was very dcfirous to give them in the Com^-Engliflj Vocabulary 
by hand here co you. The firft change is, to put the letter b, before the letter w, 
and to fpeak and write Tybm, ^abm, Kabm^ Gybman, Krcdman, and Kylobman, &c. 
in the place of ^ym, f^am, Kam, Gynmud, Kromman, 2kndXyJomman. The fecond is, 
to put the leuer i^ before the letter «; and to fpeak thus, in the place of Pen % Pan, 
Pren: Guyn, Gum, Bran, Brynan: Pcdn, Padn, Predn, Guydn, Guadn, Brodn, 
Brydnan. Neither did I fee fit to give a place to thefe changes in this Vocabulary; 

for 
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for neither will they hereafter retain thefe changes; and likcwife their language 
is thence more hard'and rugged, than it was before: and for that many times you 
miift turn the m and « to * and d, by faying tuibi, obba^ hodda^ bedda, where you faid 
before iuimiy obma^ bodna^ and hedna. And this fecond novelty hath call off thefe 
words fo far from the former words tummi, omnia, honna^ and hennay — that not any 
can at all, neither Armorick Briton^ nor yet IVelJhman, find out their foundation, by 
feeing froui what place they are come. 

The third change is, to put the letter d before j, .(the which s is almoft always 
pronounced as z) and to fpeak the s zsjhy for I have found out in one of the afore- 
faid written books, which is a book fetting forth miracles out of the holy Scrip- 
ture, written, more or lefs, one hundred and fifty years fince, whel-c arc thefe 
words juft as you now fpeak them, Kridzbi, Pidzhi^ Bobodzbok, Pedzbar^ BledzboH, 
Lagadzboy &c. ihftead of thefe, Crejyy Pejy, BobofoCy Pefwdr^ Lagazy (a). I know 
very well that you do not write thefe words as I write them, with dzby but only 
with the finglc letter gy or with an / confonant ; but this falls in with the manner 
o( the Ertglt/b writing: and fince the fpeaking is from thence, the writing muff: 
be put and likcwifc changed from 2, [or j] as was the s before from d or /. 

The fourth change is turnecj very much like the third; and that is, to put^ 
after/, or (according to the y^r/w^r/Vit writing) of late, the letter /, (or cb: and 
fo, to change the words Ty (or Tey) to ^eij Ti to Tbi (or CbeeJ Pyjgetta to Pyf-- 
getjhuy and many more the like. From whence the other fpeakings, in which 
you go off very far from us IVel/hmetiy viz, in fpeaking a for ei e for and yi 
i for ei 6 for a ; and v confonant for/; and likewife b for x; ib, s, or b, for / and d^ 
and /,for Ib^ nor will I for any thing take upon me thefe novelties: in part, for that 
the fpeaking from thence is eafy enough; and in part, for that few of them are fo 
old (if any of them are very old) as our language, and the language of the people 
of Lezou. And another is, in naming of late the letter /, for s\ which is not fo 
hugely old, yet may be old enough for the gogd taking, and keeping it hereafter. 

But now the Reader will alk me without doubt, why I have in this writing, 
preferved the aforefaid alterations myfelf, fince I knew the deficiencies of them ? 
my anfwer is, that it was my great defire that they might be taken aright; and 
that every one might know to fpeak Cormfib (or underftand further) according to 
this letter. But my hope is, that you will not in fuch a manner fuffer any other 
defeftsin your .future C^r«£/!& printings, as you have hitherto done in the fore- 
written alterations. — Neither can any one make many novelties in any tongue 
foever at one time. It is an early work, and therefore too (hort a licence to take 
any one thing, before that it be born and bred in the countryj to offer it.

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When any one is willing to know the more late Cornijh altcratiotis, that he nray 
the better find them out, let him connpare the Cornijh words with the like IVelJb 
words of the country ofGueneit (or which is much nearer) and the Annorick words ; 
and when you fee the agreement, or concord, about the confonant letters of thefc 
two tongues, then you may fee whether the Cornijh hath kept to thelc confonants, or 
not: if not, you may 'without any doubt, know, that the Corpiflo words arc changed. 
For example; when you fee that we turn the Englijh words, to lai^b, 'to play ^ t6 
whiftle\ bitter^ ftx^fifiery in the language of Gucnez, %uerthin^ xuare^ %«/^w»)', x^eru, 
Xtiexi xuaeri and in the Cornijh^ xoajin^ xoari, yjabmat ; xM^Oy %«^%, ^^^r; but 
in the Cornijby huerthifiy guare^ huihanat : huerOy but, hor ; we know then very cafily, 
that the Cornijh is changed. For the like paflages arc never thus turned by the 
people of the IVelJh Gucnez (b)\ and the people of Lezou have learned to turn from 
them. 

For the greateft part 'tis very clear from this book, that the Cornijh Britijh is 
much nearer to the dialed of the people of Ijczou, than to that of the IVelJh. 
Neither is there any great wonder in it ; fince we find that the Britons of Lezoii 
returned into this ifland under Prince Ivor, the fon o( Alan the fecond, King of 
Lczfiu, and Tnir his coufin-german (when Cadwallader the lad Britijh King did go 
from this ifland to Rome) and recovered Cortnvall and Devon, and- other countries 
in the weft of this kingdom, about the year 600 (c) and they kept Exeter, till the 
year 936, ^hcnAtbelJianj King of the Saxons ^ drove thofc Britons over the river 
^amar. (d) 

So that from this time we find the couiity of Cornwall inhabited by Britons, 
partly Armoricansy which (he had loft about the year 384, under the command 
o(Conan Meridock, and partly of iflands loft in the t^me o( Gzdwalladar, but carried 
home by the before mentioned Ivoi" and Tnir. 

What number of Britons are now here in Cornwall no man knows s for that 
there are no books (according to my knowledge) neither in Cornijby nor yet in 
Englijby old and of authority fufficient for the difcovery of this thing. I know very 
well there are fome old writers, or antiquaries^ who think there are not many 
(if there be any) of the Cornijh gentlemen of our age defcended from the Britons. 

For my own part I cannot believe that it is a thing of much value from what 
people a gentleman is defcended ; for I confider. 

That learning, which good lives do grace^ 
Is better than the nobleft race.

And 
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And therefore I would never concend, whether a gentlennan may better be faid 
to be a Saxotiy a Dane^ or a Norman^ than to be a Briton. But if one generation be 
more honourable than another, wherefore (hould it be lefs eftcemed, at leaft by 
the people inhabiting this ifland, to be many ages fince defcended from fuch 
a Romany under Julius Ce/ar? And (though I have not yet fcen any ol^ writings, 
concerning thofe two counties) yet I make no great doubt, but that there are 
thoufands in Cornwally and many in Devon, defcended from the firft inhabitants of 
the weft parts of this kingdom. 

Neither do I put much weight (though this be a very true rule in Wales) on 
the Britijb names of the Comijh gentlemen, taken from their feats ; for I know very 
well that part of them are new named, according to the names of their places: 
and therefore, where old writings are wanting, it is not ViCry clear from whence 
the people are defcended. But on the other fide, I know that it is not very fecurc 
to believe that they ought to be afcribed Saxons \ for it is the greateft honour 
among the Saxons to be defcended from the Normans \ and therefore to afcribe 
and. write, many times may be falfe, that fuch are Old Saxons y Danes, znd Brilons. 

I know well enough that there are many people (very learned and very knowing 
in other things) who accufe and condemn any foil icitudc about keeping up thcfc 
old languages. For my part, I am not very foUicitous about keeping up the Comifh 
language, fince it is not very neceffary to the people who know very well how to 
fpcak Englijby or the Tongue which is mod ufed, and therefore the moft neceffary 
now in our kingdom : many Weljh gentlemen underftand both : wb fee fome 
among us in great want of the Englijhy &c. we will not learn, we Britifhy the Comijh 
ourfelves. But yet this thing mufl: be pleafing to you, for I will not take upon 
me to judge of it. But to prefervc fomething of an Old Tongue in fome printed 
book, is without doubt a thing very pleafing to Scholars and Gentlemen; and 
very neceffary to our Antiquaries. And therefore ought it not to be confidered 
by our aforefaid people, before they condemn any fcience, and fee that this follici- 
tude is an obligation, and engagement to the CritickSy and Antiquaries^ and parti- 
cularly, why fhould not fuch a book as this (though it be ^ut half done) be very 
pleafing, as well as the bed £fr^/^ Antiquaries; Lelandy Camden, and SirH. Spelmanf 
Therefore fince the preferving the Old Comijh Tongue in fome printed book, is ^ 
thing very neceffary to the Antiquaries, and pleafing to the learned Lords and 
Gentlemen ; there is fome hope to me j not only in this, that fome of you Gen- 
tlemen yourfclves, will take to learn and write it \ but likewife, that you will with 
a good will, accept this little work half done from.

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The ancient Cornlfh letters, as appears 
by Tome few infcriptlons yet remaining, 
were (be fides the Oi& IRatttatt) the {amc 
with thofe iifed by other Britons and 
Scots; which, being alfo ufed by the 
ancient Englilh, arc now bcft known by 
the name of Saxon Letters. Thefc 
they have all along changed according 
to the alterations in the Englifli, in fo 
much that thofe few who would write 
any Cornifh at prcfent, write it after the [ 



Englifh orthography. But that the curi- 
ous may be a little afllftcd in reading 
the mod ancient Britilh manufcripts, 
whether Wcllh, Cornifii or Cumbrian, 
(if any Ihould be extant) I (hall here 
give fome account of our old ortho- 
graphy ; — by comparing tKe various 
acceptations of Letters, as formerly 
ufed in reference to our prefent reading 
of the fame words with the foregoing 
Alphabet. 
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DIRECTIONS FOR READING OLD BRITISH 

MANUSCRIPTS. 



IT has not been my fortune to meet 
with very ancient manufcripts in the 
Britifh Language; though I have feen 
old copies of the works of fome poets of 
the fixth century, and fome few later 
tranfcripts of others pretended to be 
much older. — The bed colleftions of 
this kind, extant at prefent, belong to 
the family of Hengurt, in the county of 
Melrionydli, and to the Worfhipful fir 
William WiHiams, of Lhanvorda, in 
Shropfhire. 

The former of thefc, collefted in the 
reign of King Charles I. by that learned 
and candid antiquary Robert Vaughan, 
of Hengurt, efq; confifts of about fe- 
venty old manufcripts on parchment, 
and a confidcrable number of others on 
paper; a great part whereof arc fairly 
tranfcribed by his own hand, and by 
John Jones, cfq; of Gelhy - Lydvy in 
Flintfhirc, a gentleman of tb^ fame lau- 



dablc curiofitv, and his conftant corre- 
fpondent. Thefe two antiquaries, being 
the greateft collectors of their time, 
made a mutual contract, that their ma- 
nufcripts (hould dcfcend to the furvivor; 
by which means Mr. Vaughan had Mr. 
Jones's labours added to his own. 

The Lhanvorda coUeflion confifts alfo 
of fome vellunf) manufcripts; but chiefly 
of late tranfcripts, which are confidera- 
blc for number, and the bcft methodized 
of any. Thefe were collefted by a neigh- 
bpuring gentleman, Mr. William Mau- 
rice; of Kevcn y bray%, an ingenious 
antiquary, and a perfon no lefs turious 
and indefatigable than the two former. 

I have been admitted to a tranfient 
view (for a few hours) of thefe coUefti- 
ons; and the oldeft Welfh manufcript I 
faw at Hengurt is y Lhyvyr dy o Gaer 
Vyrdhyn, or. The Black Book of Carmar- 

ihsn. 
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ihen. It \% a Qnarto of fifty-four leaves; 
containing poems of the 6th century, by 
Myrdhyn Wylht, Talicfin, Lhyuar% hen, 
& KySojio Elacth. The former pare of 
this book is in a large fair charafler, and 
fcems confiderably older than the latter; 
and the latter might poflibly have been 
tranfcribed by that noted bard Kyndhelu 
Brydydh maur, or at Icaft in his time, 
which was about the year ii6o. I am 
fcnfible Do6lor Davies places this poet 
ninety years later: but in this MS. foj. 
52, I find he writes an Elegy on the 
death of Madog 'ab Meredydh, prince 
of Powys, which was in the year 1158. 

T.Williams, author of the Latin-Weljh 

Binionaryi publifhed by Dr. Davies, tells 

us, that in the year 1594 he faw a book 

of St. Beyno's, at Kylynog church in 

Carnarvonftiire, which (as was I prefume 

therein mentioned) had been written by 

Turrog, who, living in the time of Kad- 

van, prince of N.,Wales, muft have been 

cotemporary with Auftin the monk (b). 

But fince he gives us no account of its 
contents, nor tells us whether it was 

Welfh or Latin, I (hall be apt to fuppofe 

it the latter. This book, whatever it 

contained, is now loft; as is alfo a Chro- 
nicle written by Turrog's cotemporary, 
Tyffilio the fon of Bru;cyel Yfjythrog, 
prince of Powys, which I find infcrted 
in H. Salbury's manufcript catalogue of 
Wel(h writers, and was extant, as I have 
been credibly informed, within thcfe fifty 
years. 

Seeing therefore we find valuable an- 
tiquities loft in an age that was curious,

we can make no manner of eftimate at 
the number of MSS. loft the foregoing 
centuries, when fuch ancient writings 
were called by the incurious monks 
Vetufta id inutilia (c), and when our 
anceftors, the Provincial Britons, were 
perpetually either engaged in war among 
themfclves, or expofcd to the invafion 
of foreigners ; the Pifts, Scots, Saxons, 
Danes, and Normans. 

However, though I have not been {6 

fuccefsful as to meet with any older ma- 

nufcript in the Britifli language, than 

the fore-mentioned Black Book of Car^ 
marthetiy fome very ancient Latin MSS. 

have yet occurred, written by Britons; 
and thefc have, here and there, fomc 
Latin words glofs'd with BritiQi inter- 
pretations, or elfe fome Britifli words in 
the margin. 

The firft of thefe is the Landaf Go/pel, 
now called St. Chad's Book, at Litchfield. 

This MS. may poflibly be eleven 

hundred, years ftanding. It has (befides 
fome later Saxon) a few ancient memo- 
rials of donations to the Church of 
Landaf, entered here and there in the 
margin, which arc partly Latin and part- 
ly Britifli; and are of about nine hundred 
years ftanding.— Thefe have been lately 
mangled by the book-binder; but the 
accurate and ingenious Mr. Wanley has 
preferved what remains of them in his 
late catalogue of Saxon manufcripts. 

The fecond (to retain its own title) is 
infcribed, Ovidii Na/onis Artis Amatoritey 
Lib. Primus, and is probably, though it

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be the fmall Britilh chara<5ler, as old as 
the firft. This old Fragmenc is bound 
with various others, and is prefcrvcd in 
the Bodley Library, NE. D. 2. 19. All 
the words fuperfcribed, (which may be 
undcrftood of the other ancient Latin 
m:inufcripts written by the Britons) are 
not Britifh, but fometimes other Latin 
words for better explanation. 

A third is a traft of Eutex (for fo the 
tranfcriber's preface direfts me to call 
him) the Grammarian's De difcernendis 
conjugationibus^ glofs'd with Britifli, after 
the fame manner, and in much the fame 
hand. 

A fourth confifts of fome Notes, by 
one Ninianus a Briton, be ponbejiibuj* 
cr menfurip 

A fifth is Juvencus's Poem: Juvenci 
Prejhyteri Paraphrafis in Evangelia^ and 
is preferved in the Publick Library in 
Cambridge. 

TheTixth, and as I prefume the lateft, 
(though being a foreign MS. I cannot 
fo well judge of its time) contains fome 
indruftions for fpeaking the Latin, and 
has its Britifh interpretations more fre- 
quent than others (d). 

Of thefe ancient manufcripts:— The 
firft, as is manifeft, came out of South 
Wales. The fccond and third feem to 
have been the old Loegrian Britijh^ in 
fome meafure yet retained in Cornwall j 
which I gather, partly from the cle-

gancy of the hand, and partly from fome 
terms; as, mop.hauj-, many^ mucb\ caiauc, 
a book Improbably from the Latin codice) 
Tuajiim, a play\ juajibi, ajcene^ &c. not 
to infift upon the plural termination of 
nouns in ou\ as, lomou, hujhes\ jiuniou, 
fillets \ which was conftant amongft the 
Cornifti as well as the Armoric Britonsj 
and never ufcd (that wc know of) in 
Wales. 

I take Ninian, from the refcmblance 
of the hand to the Scotifh, [or Irifli] to 
have been a Cumbrian Briton; but dare 
not fuppofc this fragment fo old as St. 
Ninian, the apoftle of the Southern Pifls, 
of whom Bede faith, — AuftraUs PiSi qui 
inter eojdem montes habentjedes^ multo ante 
tempore [fcil. ante Columbam Pifkorum 
Septentrionalium Apoftolum] relillo er- 
rore Idolatria^ fidem veritatis acceperant^ 
predicant e eis verbum, Niniano, Epi/copo 
Reverendijftmo &f SanSliJJimo viro de Nati* 
one Britonum^ qui erat Rom^e regulariter 
Fidem tf Myjieria veritatis edoSus. Cujus 
Jedem Epijcopatus SanSli Martini nomine 6? 
Ecclefiam infignenij ubi ipje etiam corpore 
und cum pluribus SanSfis requiefcit: Jam 
nunc Anglorum Gens obtinet, qui locus ad 
Provinciam Berniciorum pertinensy vulgb 
vocatur Ad candidam cafam. 

The Cambridge Juvencus is alfo un- 
doubtedly either a Cumbrian or aPidiffi 
MS. for the hand is perfcftly Scotifh ^ 
and I am well affured no Briton, but 
either a Cumbrian or a Pift, would ever 
have rendered the word Canus, as we 
there find it, Ceinrhlutrh; which is at 
this day, with a fmall variation of or- 
thography, [viz. Cinliurh] Caledonian 

(or 
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(or Albanian) Britifh, and (from thence) 
Irilh. Any other Briron would have writ- 
ten Penluit, or fomewhat like it. I am 
fenfible from the name [Price] in a mo- 
dern hand before it, the book came but 
lately out of Wales to Cambridge. But 
it was certainly brought to Wales out 
of the North, as were doubtlefs a great 
inany other books, (though few, if any 
elfe, arc now extant) when a colony of 
Northern Britons fettled there about the 
year 883 (e).

The fixth is, in all appearance, from 
the hand, and fome.paflages in it, Ar- 
moric: which feems alfo confirmed by 
the Author's propofing a journey to 
Tours, the metropolis anciently of the 
Armoric Britons, whence JViLBrito L. 3. 
Philipp.

From thefe very ancient manufcripts, 
and others of later centuries, I take the 
following notes on our old and late Bri- 
lifli orthogru-phy.

The pronunciation it has in 
the words fall^ Jhall, and the like, is 
never ufcd in the Welfh. The Cornifti

I have exprefled it in this Cornifli 
Alphabet by an a reverjed [b], becaufc 
each pronunciation ought to have diftinft 
charaAers. 

A long was fometimes exprefled in 
the Cornifli by doubling tht letter; as, 
paal, a/pade. 

A feems to have been fometimes pro- 
nounced as Ey for (befides fome other 
inftances) on a broken monument ereft- 
ed about the year 830, by Concenn \jA, 
Ky2en, or Kynan] prince of Pouys, to 
be feen yet near the abbey of Lhan Gol- 
hcn in Denbighfhire, I find the country 
of Powys written Rejio/Aem Pouoijf. 

Au in the final fyllable is to be read 
as 0: fo mabauc, mapchauc, jiin^ucbaul, 
bubicaul, muft be read, madog, var;^og, 
rhinuedhol, bydhygol. 

Ai is fometimes pronounced as e. Ex. 
gr. Pubej-, cairoijx. Ovid. Art. am. 

Ai was anciently written where we 
now ufe ae. For in all old copies of 
Ninius we never find Caejx, a cUy^ but 
Caiji, or Kaiji.

B in old manufcripts has two pronunci- 
ations; for befides the common, it muft 
be fometimes read as v confonant ; as,

— So the common 
pronunciation of this letter is as K: but 
in old manufcripts the finals and alfo 
very often a middle c, muft be read as^.

Ch was ufed in the oldeft Britilh ma- 
nufcripts, and at all times by the Welfli, 
as at prefenti viz. as % or gb according 
to the rougheft palatal, or as fome call 
it, guttural pronunciation of the vulgar 
Englifli in the North. And that this 
pronunciation was very anciently cx- 
preffed by cbj appears in that the Greek 
X (which in Greece is at this day fo 
pronounced) (f) was by the Romans 
cxprefled by cb in latinized words, as 
X«g»xTig cbaraSieri and alfo by the oldeft

Britons, as we find by a very ancient 
Greek Gofpel wvitten in Latin letters by 
a Northern Briti(h hand; and now pre- 
fcrved at the Bodley Lib. NE. B. 5. 9. 

Ch has been by the Cornifh thefc later 
centuries ufed for c or ki as, cham, crcok^ 
ed\ chein, the back-^ chclioc, a cock\ chic, 
flejh\ chil, the neck. 

Ch is alfo frequently ufed in the Cor- 
nifh as the common pronunciation of it 
is in the Englilh, viz. as tjb; as, chacies, 
chaced\ chy, a boufey &c.

D in old manufcripts, whether Welfii 
or Cornifh, has two pronunciations; for 
befides the common reading, as in the 
Englilh and other languages, it fcrves 
in the midft and termination for db^ or 
the Englilh tb^ in this^ tbaty &c.

F had very anciently two promiricia- 
tions. For on a mountain called myr.ydh 
gelhi Gaer in Glamorganfliire, we find 
the Britifli name Dyvrod infcribed on a 
ftone rEFRAvn. In the not^rs on Gla- 
morganfhire in Camden I have read this 
infcription (fuppofing it might have 
been Welfli) Delfro it ti, \mayeji thou 
awake'] but having found afterwards that 
the names anciently inlcribed on monu- 
ments in our country are very often in 
the genitive cafe, as, conbelinf, sr-vp.- 
RiNi, AiMiLiNi, (zc. and mofl if not all 
Latin, I now conclude it a proper name j 
and the very fame that is otherwife call- 
ed DuBRiTius. And indeed, though V 
has in this example the pronunciation of 
a V confonant, yet in the oldeft manu- 
fcripts, as thofc above-mentioned, it has 
always the common pronunciation as/ 
in our modern Englifh; this other pro- 
nunciation being, as in the Irifh, or an- 
cient Scotirti, always exprefTed by b or m. 
—Whence the words pronounced by the 
Britons, Kynvclyn, Kynvarx, JCynedhav, 
Dyvrod, &c. carne to be written in La- 
tin, Cunobelinus, [& ConbeJinus] Con- 
marchus, Cunotamus, & Dubricius.

But generally gh in the Cornilh is to 
be pronounced as %, or the Wclfti and 
old Scottifti, ch: for Argh {charge thouj 
is read ar%.

H, when inferted after a vowel, in 
fome old manufcripts ferved only (as in 
the High Dutch) to lengthen the pre- 
ceding vowel: for Ehauc ajalmon, is to 
be read, eog, and baher a boar^ bacdh.

I in the moft ancient MSS. fupplied 
not only the Englifh pronunciation of it 
in the words /)w, thin, &c. and the dou- 
ble e, but alfo both jk and J^: for cjiicheb4 
a wrinkle, muft be read, kry;^:edhi bichan 
Jmall, by;i^ani and t)iuijyer thy fingers^ dy 
vyffcdh.

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In the Cornifh^ the initial / before a 
vowel, has two pronunciations : for in 
feme words it is pronounced as in Eng-

I and E were ufed indifferently by the 
Cornifhi for the word Huitlow^ tales or 
Jlories, is as often written Huetlow. 

In a Welfli manufcript I have by me, 
written about five hundred years fince, 
I find this letter conftantly omitted, and 
fupplied with y ; and the later Cornifli 
writings make but little ufe of it. — It 
was thus didinguifhed [i] when joined 
with w, n, or «, as hychcin/mall, Cumin 
^umminjeed.

The letter K never occurs in our 
oldefl Britifh manufcripts, but being 
afterwards introduced by the Normans, 
(who made frequent ufe of it in their 
old French) I find that about the year 
1 200, K was almoft conftantly ufed in 
the initial fyllables, and C in the ter- 
minations and it continued afterwards, 
tho* not fo very much ufed, till about 
the year 1500 5 fince which time mofl: 
writers omitted it, ufing C confliantly 
in its (lead in imitation of the ancients, 
which yet is not fo convenient, becaufe 
It is in other languages fubjeft to a 
double pronunciation. 

It was frequently ufed by the Cornifli, 
but in the termination, they pronounced 
it as|:.

L has two pronunciations in the old- 
eft MSS. That which is common in the 
Englifli and all other languages, and 
that which is at prcfent peculiar to the 
Welfti, and is beft learned by the ear. 
It is performed by hiffing the L thro* 
the teeth fidewards, and altering it in 
the fame manner as T is altered by the 
addition of the b, in the word tbinky &c. 

In the oldeft Britifti MSS. this found 
was not diftinguiflied from that of the 
common L, but all that are acquainted 
with the language know when to ufe it, 
except in words that are now retained. 
However, we find that all words in their 
primary or dictionary orthography be- 
ginning with L are thus afperated Ex. 
gr. A band is called Ihau, though on bis 
band be Ar i lau 3 and fo of all other 
words whatever. 

About five hundred years ago, and 
perhaps older, they diftinguiflied this 
found by doubling the £, as illoegyr 
England, Uvnbeyn London, &c. which 
Dr. GrylFydh Roberts, author of the 
firft printed Welfli Grammar, in the 
time of King Henry the Eighth, not 
approving of, altered for an / with a 
point underneath, and Wm. Salufljury 
for one marked at the top. Afterwards 
Dr. Davics, the phyfician, (b) obferv- 
ing that H had been the auxiliary in 
the ancient Roman orthography, (as 
C!&, Pb, and n) introduced Lh, which 
obtained, till rejefted by Dr. Davies,

This pronunciation in the fixth ma- 
nufcript above-mentioned is once ex- 
prcflVd by dl-y for Fertilitas is there 
rendered dlonaid, which I fuppofe muft 
be read Ihonsedh; and in the Cambridge 
Juvencus by thli for what elfe can be 
intended by the fore-mentioned word 
ceinthliarh [canus'] butKynlhuyd,which 
would have been anciently intelligible 
to us, as we may gather from Kyndha- 
redh's being the fame with Pcndharedh, 
and Kynvelyn with Penvelyn, &c. ? — 
The d in the dl above had doubtlefs the 
fotcftas o{ dh or thy and this fliift of ex- 
prcffing Ih by tblvidi^ formerly alfo com- 
mon among the Englifh when they had 
occafion to write Britilh names: for we 
often meet with Thian for Lhan, and 
Thioin for Lhuyn, &c. in old records. 

No dialeft of the Britilh, but the 
Welfli, retains at prefent this pronun- 
ciation 5 but the Cornifh fecm to have 
had it not many ages fincc : for in my 
tranfcript of the Corniih Vocabulary at 
the Gotten Library, I find Exercitus 
rendered exaftly as in Welfh, Lluj and 
Commodumy Lies, though all the other 
words beginning with L, which are a- 
bout fcventy, arc written with a fingle 
L. — In a much later Cornifh MS. I 
fometimes meet with // after a confo- 
nant, as Kovllenweugh, fulfil ye, whei'c 
one /muft have been very unneceflary, 
xinlcfs the two were pronounced as lb.

M had anciently two pronunciations, 
that which is common to all languages. 



and the pronunciation of the V confo* 
nant. This latter pronunciation, though 
it be ftill retained by the Irifti, occurs 
only in our moft ancient Britifli manu- 
fcripts. As in the Ovid above mention- 
ed bijerma, an ajfemblyy muft be read, 
Dijydva, and juajiimou, ihealra, Gua- 
rivou: And in the EuteXy emnetriam, / 
binty jujiiam [or elfe juniam] I JoiVy 
and lammam, / leap-y are to be read, 
Amneidiav, guniav, Ihammav. And in 
Liber Landavevfis we find our common 
word Ky vraith, laWy written once Cym- 
peirh, tho* clfewhere Cyjrjieirh, which 
(hews that pronunciation of the m was 
beginning to grow out of ufc when this 
book was written. 

This ancient pronunciation of the M 
accounts for the old Latin Qrthography 
of fuch Britilh names as Kadvan, Ky- 
nedhav, Kynvar%, Bry%vael, DogvacI, 
Tavuys, Dyvneint, and Dyved, which 
we find written Catamannus, Cunota- 
mus, Conrriarchus, Brochmaelus, Dog- 
maelus, Tamefis, Damnonii, and Di- 
metse.

W occurs no where in the moft an- 
cient Britilh Manufcripts. But about 
the year 1200 I find it ufed fomctimcs 
as an V confonant : as Ev a jymmyrrh 
i wua, he took his bow i which mufl be 
read, Ev a jymmyrth i viia. So yc- 
wencryr, youtbi for Jevengktyd, &c. 
and fomctimcs as j : as barkanw, to 
relate \ which we are to pronounce dat- 
kany. But the moft cofnmon pronun- 
ciation of it then, was that which is ftill 
retained both by the Wel{h and Cor- 
nifli, viz. as the Englifli w^ and 00. 

In the Cornifli Vocabulary of the 
Gotten Library, which is the oldelt wri- 
ting I have hitherto met with that I 
could diftinguifti for Cornifh, this let- 
ter when a vowel follows it is thus [p]

&c. But that being a Saxon letter, and 
not ufcd by the other Britons nor Scots, 
it is plain the Cornifh received it from 
the old Englifti alphabet.

Segonax, and Taximagulus, was doubt- 
lefs pronounced as in the Greek, viz. as 
the Britilh and Irifh ch; nor is there 
room for much miftake if any fhould 
prefume to fay thofe particular pcrfons 
were called by the Gauls and Britons 
themfelves, Dyvnury%, Kyntur%, Sea- 
na%, and Do%vael, which we (hall have 
occafion elfcwherc to interpret. That 
Casfar fhould ufe the x in cxprefling 
this Gaulifh and Britifh pronunciation 
may feem one argument towards inter- 
preting his words Greets Uteris utuntur, 
for their having fome fort of Greek al- 
phabet : but whatever they might then 
have, we cannot find by any Britilh or 
Scotifh writings now extant, that we 
have ever had any ufe of that letter in 
our own languages.

Z was never ufed in the Wellh, but 
occurs frequently in the Cornilh for dh; 
zsRzcvfOD,yews, forEdhewonj and Zen 
cnevou, for Dhan anevou, to our fouls. 

I muft not here omit, that the anci- 
ents fcldom or never altered (as in thefe 



latter centuries) the initial letters in 
writing J leaving that wholly to the 
experienced reader's pronunciation; as, 
in ref{ie6t of the other letters, v/e find 
many words are ftill left in moft lan- 
guages, ' 

In Libet Landavenfts, a fhort ac- 
count in Welfti of fome privileges of 
that Church begins thus. Lymma y 
cympeith ha bjtyeinr eccluys Teliau 
olan Taf, &c. which would no^y be 
written: Llymma y gyfraith a braint 
Eglwys Teilo o Landaf. So in the fame

The old manufcripts diftinguifli not 
proper names by capital initials: for the 
namco Rhys, Evan, and Mary, we find 
written rys, ieuan, and meifj and fo ge* 
nerally of all others. 

The Cornilh frequently cxprefled a 
long vowel by doubling it, writing Pal, 
afpade, paal; and yi^m,aJione, myyn. 

The Britifh language, whether Wclfli, 
Cornifli, or Armoric, has the accent rn 
the penultima-, excepting fuch polyfyU 
tables as have a mute and liquid in the 
termination j as Amheravdyr, an empe-- 
ror, V2\z.dzx,afhaft, Kadwaladar,Gwyn- 
hawdyl, &c. where the accent is in the 
the antepenultima: and the reafon of this 
exception is, becaufe that very often 
the vowel interpofed betwixt the mure 
and liquid, and fometimes alfo the li- 
quid 
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quid, itfelf is not diftinftly pronoun- 
ced; — for Gwynhawdyl is pronounced 
Gunodlj and for Kadwaladar and Am- 
herawdwr, the common people fay Kad- 
waiad and Amherod.

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CHAP. 
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SOME FURTHER DIRECTIONS FOR READING OLD 

BRITISH MANUSCRIPTS. 



ONE main difBculty we have in 
underftanding the ancient manu- 
fcripcs, is their frequent annexing of 
the particles not only with other words, 
but alfo fometimes with one another.— 
Some examples of other words united 
do alfo occur, but thofe are but very 
few in refpccl of the particles.

I have hitherto met with no very 
ancient writing that fcemed to be Cor- 
nifh ; unlefs we fhould fufpeft for fuch 
an elegy on the death of Gereint 'ab 
Erbyn, a nobleman of Cornwall or 
Devon, about the year 540, who is 
mentioned in the Triades as one of the 
three greateft Admirals of the British 
feas; the other two being March 'ab 
Meirchyon, and Gwenwyn 'ab (k) Naw. 
There is in Cornwall a parifli called Gcr- 
ransjwhich is the modern pronunciation 
of Gereint, (they conftantly changing / 
into s) and another called Trev Erbin, 
which might be fo denominated from 
his father.

The names of trees terminated for- 
merly in en, though now (as they are 
commonly pronounced) in an, and were 
all, as in Welfti, of the feminine gen- 
der; as, Onnen, an afhs Glaftanen, an 
oak \ Guernen, an aider* Kelinen, holly \ 
Bedewcn, a birch \ Colwidhen, a hafie \ 
divers of them terminated in — ^^r^»,thac 
word which is now ufed for timber, Cg- 
nifying then a tree ; as, Oleubren, an 
olive tree ; Guinbren, a vine 5 Perbrcn, 
a pear tree* Plymbren, a plumb tree\ 
Pinbren, a pine* Moyrbren, a mulberry 
tree. 

Befides the concord of the adjeftive 
with it's fubftantiv^, the genders of 
fubftantives are diftinguifhed, in words 
beginning with mute confonants, by 
the particle an [the^. for if the fubftan- 
tive following an, retains its primary 

initial. 
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initial, or that which is its firft letter 
in the order of Di6lionary, Ex. gr. 
Marh, aborfe\ An marh, tbeborje\ it 
is always of the mafculine gender. And 
when it is of the feminine, the leading 
mute is chann:ed into a fccondary ini- 
tial, viz. a fofter mute of the fame 
clafs i unlefs the word begin with Gul, 
gun, crgur; in which cafe the only 
alteration is, that thej^ is omitted. Ex. 
gr. Karrak, a rock \ but the rock is An 
garrak : fo, Fordh, or forh, a way -^ An 
vordh, the way \ Benin, a woman \ An 
venin, the woman \ Tiz, men^ people i An 
diz, the people ; Gurcg, a wife ; An ureg, 
the wife. So that the changes of the 
primary initial mutes into the fccon- 
dary, denoting the feminine gender, arc 
as follow :

As to the cafes, there is but little 
difficulty* there being but one termina- 
tion thoughout the Angular number, 
and another in the plural ; fo that they 
are only diftinguifhed by their article 
annexed, or prepofition, or place : as.

Nouns of the mifcuHne gender 
change (as above) their primary initial 
mutes in the genitive cafe, after the 
particle a^ [of, or of a'] but not after aft 
[of the"] as in thofe of the feminine. 
For they fay, blew an pen, or, (as lately 
corrupted) an pedn, the hair of the htad\ 
and a ben hag a thruz, of head and foot. 
So from Guin, wine ; Guedran a uin, 
[aglafs of wine] but a glajs of the wine 
is Guedran an guin. 

An initial F is turned into h in the 
genitive cafe, &c. after the particle a^n 
(or as it is always written) an: as, Floh, 
achild\ A'n hloh, of the child \ Dhc'n 
hlo, to the child^ &c.

The dative cafe is frequently ufed in 
the Cornifli; being governed, befidcs 
others, by the fame verbs as in the 
Latin, and applied much in the fame 
manner : as we find by the following 
examples.

There are three numbers in the Cor- 
nifh, ihtfmgular, dual, and plural: the

or dcap [/w^J to iht Jirtgulary and unit- 
ing them; as, f La, lau, and\?iyy a hand\ 
Diula, and'\ diulcv, bands^ Lagaz, an 
eyc'y T)t^\x\^g^Zy the eyes y Skodh, ajhoul- 
der \ Dilkodh, the Jhoulders \ Breh, an 
arm-, Dibreh, the arms. 



The Plural Terminations of 
Substantives, 

The firft plural terminates in <?//; as, 
Aluedh, a key, pi. Aluedhou and alhu- 
edhou, keys'y Arv, a weapon, pi. Arvou; 
Bedh, a grave, pi. Bedhou; Dagar, a 
tear, pi. Dagrou; Daraz, a door, dara- 
zou; ^o, a gift, rohou. 

So that this firft plural, which, as in 
the Armoric, is the moft common, may, 
generally fpeaking, be formed by add- 
ing ou, or ton, to the laft letter of the 
finglar, or elfe to its fubftitute, which 
is always of the fame clafs; asp for b^ 
t for d, d for s, &c. 

When the Angular terminates in db, 
/, or r, the plural commonly ends in 
icu\ as, Dydh, a flay, pi. D^dhioui 
Klcdh, a ditcb, Kledhiou; t Guredh, a 
root, Gurcdhiou; yitv\tA\i, a mountain, 
Menedhiou; Mai, a joint, Meliou; jer, 
a iff or d, jerriou and girriou. 

Sometimes a final confonant of the 
fingular, is doubled in the plural, or 
elfe (which is equivalent) the vo>yd 
inmediarely preceding is accented; as, 
Fos, a wall, pi. Fofibu or Fofou; Ler, 



[t for] a floor, Lerriou or Icrou; t Guli, 
a wound, GolJyoui Garget, a garter, 
Garget tou. 

Some words, whofe fingular termi- 
nate in /, have g fubjoined thereunto 
in the plural; as, Tcuil, darky pi, Tul- 
gu; Kyflyl, counjcl, pi. Kyfylgou. 

A vowel interpofcd in the lafl fylla- 
ble between a m.ute and a liquid in the 
fingular, is frequently oniitted in the 
plural; as, Levar, a book, Lcvrou; Da- 
gar, a tear, Dagrou; Tempcl, a church, 
Templys. 

The final d, though it be generally 
changed into j or 2 in the fingular, is 
yet fometimes retained in the plural ; 
as, Pchaz,7?/7, pi. Pehadou; becaufe Pe- 
haz is but a corruption of the old word 
Pehad, Pe^had, or Pe%at. So from Ar- 
rhas and guorhemmynnias, a command, 
Arhadou and guorhemmynadou : — So 
V^Ahdou, frauds, failings; and Inniadou, 
repulfes or denials. 

This plural in ou is frequently pro- 
nounced at prefent* as if it terminated 
in o\ as, Noudho, »<?«;j; Huelio, works-y 
Delkio, leaves; Godho, geefe-, Neitho, 
nefis : andibmetimes in au; as, Keau, 
hedges; Gueliau, beds; Breihau, arms-, 
or elfe in u; as, Luzu, herbs -^ Ludnu, 
cattle. — In the Wellli this plural termi- 
nates in au, which yet is pronounced as 
^ or e, anfwering to the nominative pi. 
of the firll declenfion of the Latin. 

The fecond plural ends in /, as, Gui- 
dhili, Irifh-nien; Kuithizi, guardians, 

keepers ; 
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keepers* Aylydhi, Icrdsi Meflrizi, ma/- 
ters\ Servifi, and ^cxM\^z\\\y Jervants \ 
Trahezi vc\t\i\^ ftone-cutters \ Guellynni, 
rQds\ IVluzi, maids \ Kaflilli, caflles\* Le- 
gefli, lobjiers-y Yffilli, limbs^ members', 
Porclli, bogSy pigs. — So that this plural 
agrees with the Liuin nominative of the 
fccond dcclenfion. 

The third plural ends in tony and 
might be called the pcrfonal plural, in 
regard moll appellations that are per- 
fonal are of it ; as, Kriftionnion [now 
Krefludnian] Chrijiians ; Zouzon, the 
Englijh \ t Brethon, the Britons ; Kem- 
brion, the Weljb\ Idhcuon, the Jews\ 
Marrejion, and Marrojion, knights \ 
Skuerrion, ejquiresy Bo^cscjion, the 
poor I Klevion, the Jick\ Kardouiop, 
friends ; Skylurion, Jcholars \ Dyfkyb- 
lion, difciplesi Guithorion, workmen ^^ 
Guefion, mean fellows \ Gouijion, lyars^ 
Ladron, thieves. 

Some other nouns have alfo the fame 
plural; as, Empinion, the brains \ Go- 
vidzion,/^rr^«;j i Marthejion, wonders. 
But chofe are but few in comparifon of 
the others. 

This plural anfwcrs to the nouns of 
the third declenfion in the Latin that 
terminate in ones ; as, Senones, Sueffo- 
ncs, Britones ; Nafones, Pifones, Cice- 
rones i Hiftriones, Fullones, Latroncs, 
&c. 

The fourth plural terminated for- 
merly (as ftill in the Wellh) in edh\ 
as, Bredcredh, brothers \ Eledh, angels j 
Abdfteledh, apofiUs: which pronuncia- 



tion was more anciently cxprefled by /; 
as, Gurajet, w/v^j, /or Gu raged h. It is 
at prefent changed into es according to 
their writing, but into ez according to 
their pronunciation. So that it fecms 
but a fort of French or modern Englifli 
plural; as, Beftez, beafts\ Kolcs^ coals\ 
Romes, rooms \ guiles, gulls \ Pyf^s^z, 
fifh, Pancz, parjnips\ Zillicz, ech, o: 
congers \ Lahez, laws\ Bcncnez, women-, 
t Fh*%ez, children. 

It is not material to diftinguifh this 
plural from that terminating in az, as, 
Kenkraz, crabs ; Boziaz, fingers : or in 
^z, as, Battyz, flaves\ Fouyz, dens: or 
in oZi as, Kappioz, caps\ Terroz, lands: 
for I find they wrote indiflFercntly, Bef- 
tez, ^r Beftaz, heafis:, Pyflcez, or Pyf- 
jaz, fijh ; Lozouez, or Lyzy uyz, herbs ; 
and Plankez, Plankyz, or Plenkoz, 
boards. And as the ternnination ez 
comes nearer the old edh^ and agrees 
with the nominative plural of the third 
declenfion in the Latin, the other three 
(which occur but feldom) feem errone- 
ous orthography and might be omitted. 

The fifth may be called the mutable 
plural, for it is not "diftinguifhablc 
from the fingular, as the other four, 
by any additional termination, but 
by the change of one vowel cither 
for another, or for a diphthong; or clfc 
of one diphthong into another: as,Sanz, 
a faints pi. Seinz; Dsluz, a tooth, Deinz; 
Marh, a horfe, Merh ; Yar, a hen, Yer; 
Mab, a forty t Meib; Men, aftone, Mcin; 
Truz, afooty Treiz; Bredar, a brother^ 
Brcdcri Manek, a glove, Menik; Da- 
vaz, a fbeep, Devcz ; Gavar, a goat, 

Gevcr. 
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Gever. Nor does thisdeclenfion only not 
increafe in the plural, but even fome- 
jiires decreafrs; as, Dclen, a leaf ^ pi. 
Deil \ Guedhan, a trecy Gueidh, &c, — 
Other plurals do alfo fomctimes change 
the vowel; as, For' [t Fordh] a ivay^ 
pi. Fu:u, and \V<jx\^\\a\\ Kiiz, a ^doood^ 
pi. Kozou; Gufiz, a mean fellow^ Gue- 
fion : but they are nevcrthclefs diftin- 
guifhed by their termination. 

In this fifth plural or declenfion (if 
we may fo call it) the Britifti fcems to 
recede from the Latin, and to come 
near the Teutonic : for it is a rule in 
the modern German that ^, o^ and u in 
the fingular, are changed into o^ «, and 
au^ or au in the plural. 

All the plurals are reducible to thefc 
five — but we find fome nouns have two 
dcclenfions: for we read Deuon and 

* 

Dcuou, Gods'^ Eplkobon, and Epfko- 
' bou, biJhops\ Flehez, ^^y^Flehezon, chil- 
dren-^ f Dcil, Delyou, and Delkiou, 
leaves f TcrroZf and T'nnoUy lands; E- 
nezyz, and Enczou, iJlands-Othcrs have 
no plural ; as, An Drenzhez, the Tri- 
nity, Kyzaleth, peace: and fome no An- 
gular; as, Empynion, and Impinion, the 
brains; Kofgar, lads^ hoys; Tcuolgou, 
darknejs; Lsozou y afbes ; Mejinou, a M- 
lews; tf;/</Gueldzhoii, apairofjheers. 

The diminutives (which ought to 
have been taken notice of above, among 
tHe terminations) change commonly 
their firft vowel, and end in ig ; as, 
Temmig, a /mall fragment, from Tavn, 
^ morjel; and Flcheffig, a little child, 
from Flo* and Flehe* 



This termination ig anfwers to the 
Lar;n — iculus, and — ecula in Verficu- 
lus, Vulpecula, &c. as divers of' their 
nouns fubft. in /, if polyfyllables, do to 
— ullus, — ellus,(7r — clla,&c. as, Padal, 
a pan ; + KoUel, a knife \ and ^ Kygol, 
a hood; fro:n Patelli, Cuhellus, ^;;^Cu- 
cuilus. Nor need we CKclude feveral 
others from beincrof the fame clafs of 
diminutives though not immediately 
derived from the Latin ; as, Brethyi 
[a mackerel] from Brich, Jireaked,, party- 
coloured : q. d. Lat. Variolus, or Va- 
riegacuia. 

AdjeAives of the comparative de- 
gree, terminated formerly in .a% : as, 
+ ^cWdkXyf mother off\ Teka%, more fair: 
and that termination, though the % be 
now difcontinued, fliould yet be written 
either ^A or tf' to (hew it's alteration; 
as, Yhx^-d^,' fweeter; Huerua', more 
bitter. 

The fuperlative ends in a; as, Guela, 
the bejl 5 Hakra, the mojl deformed ; Ka- 
latfha, thebardefi. 

There are in the Cornifh, as in other 
languages, fome irregular comparifons ; 
as, Maz, good-, Guel, better ; Guela, beji ; 
Drok, bad ; Guaeth, worfe ; Droka, and 
Guetha, the worji: Brtz, great; Moy, 
bigger; Moya, and + Moi;^a, great eji, 
biggefl: Bian, fmall; Le, lefs ; Lei ha, 
leafl: Ogoz, near i Nez, nearer; Nefa, 
the next.' 

Of the ordinal nouns of number, two 
or three (according to the prcfent pro- 
nunciation) end in a, viz. Kcnza, the 
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firft ; Tridzha, the third -, Pazuera, ihe 
fourthy but the others in az ; as, Pem- 
paz; the fifth \ HucfFaz, /j&tf yf.v/i& ; Sei- 
thaz, the feventh % Ethaz, the eighth*^ 
Nihuaz, the ninth \ Dckfaz, the tenth. 
The termination of thefe nouns was for- 
merly ^/i?, which in Iganzvathf/^^/'tt'^^-' 
tieih] is dill retained. 

The gender of adjeAives is not now^ 
\o conftantly dillinguiflied as formerly, 
when the vowel j^ in the mafculine was 
almoft without exception changed to e 
in the feminine, as in fome examples it 
is yet ; as, Guyn, m, g. guen, f. white i 
Mclyn, m. melen, [^rvelen] (.yellow. 

Another diftinftion of the gender of 
adjedlives is, that words, beginning 
with mutes, cither change their initial 
into^fofter letter, or elfc lofe it, viz. 
B is changed into v confonant, d into 
dhy k into^, m tov confonanr, p to ^, 
/ to dy and g, as it hath no fofter 
letter of it's clafs, is omitted : all which 
we find b^ thefe examples, which hold 
in general j unlefs the adjeftive be 
placed before it's fubftantive, and the 
particle dn omitted.

But if the adjeftive be placed before 
it's fubftantive, and the verb Sum inter- 
pofed, it then retains it's primary ini- 
tial i as, Dal yu an gazak-na \^Not Dhal 
yu an gazak-na] that mare is blind. So 
Brrz yuan venenna; Prederyz eu an 
urcg-nai Medho yu an ho-*na, &c. 

I faid when the verb Sum is intcrpo- 
fed ; for if there be no luch verb put 
between the adjeftive and it's fubftan-s 
tive and the particle an premifcd, the 
initial letter is then changed, as before; 
as, An vraz venen-na, that big woman. 
But this variation of gender is required 
only in the Angular number. 

I have obferved no other diftin<5lion 
of gender in the Cornifli, excepting 
that Trei \^three^ is in the feminine, 
Tair; as, Tair delkian, three leaves i Tair 
bledhan, three years. 

As to cafe, there is not any fuch va- 
riation of adjeftives in the prefentCor- 
niih, nor do we find any in the oldeft 
Britifh. 

The plural of adjcftivcs, though it be 
now almoft wholly difufed, terminated 
formerly in ion, and alfo changed fome- 
timcs the vowel, and foftcncd the mute; 
aS) Den klau, ajiclk man, pi. Dynion kle- 
vion; Hutdhel guak, a falfe ftory, pi. 
Huitlou [dr Huidhlou] gouipon; Gu- 
rek 
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rek vohozhak, a poor woman, pi. Gura- 
j^edh vohofujion. 

There being no variation of cafes, 
the only concord we find requifite of 
the adjeAive and fubftantive, is in the 
gender and number; as, Hor' diu, a 
Hack ram; Davaz dhiu, a black Jbeep; 
pi. Hyrroz dyon, black rams. Nor are 
wc CO regard the gender but only as 
abovc-faid, in the Angular. And as 
to nunnber, the plural termination of 
adjeftives, though it occur often in 
writings, is now, in imitation of the 
Englifli language, almofl wholly laid 
afide. 

One fingularity of the Britini lan- 
guage, and an exception of this con- 
cord, is, that the nouns of number re- 
quire no plural in their fubftantives 
annexed. For in the Cornifh they fay, 
ydn [or yn] Marh, onehorJe\ and Kanz 
rnarh, \not K3Lnz mtrh^ a hundred hor/es.

trei Kanz hdn davaz ; be has fix cows, 

two hor/eSy and three hundred Jheep, 

Nor is it otherwifc in the Armoric and 
Welfh, faving that in the Northern 
Wel(h they commonly avoid it, by pla- 
cing the fubftantive in the genitive cafe 
plural;, as, Mae idho ev faith o veibion 
a %ue% o verged, he hath /even fons and 
three daughters I and that often in old 
Welfh manufcripts the fubftantive plu- 
ral is made ufe of as in other languages; 
as, Tri dy'nyon, three men; Pym' meib, 
and Pym' tutihyony five/ons. 

The noun Liaz [many] admits of the 
fame exception ; as, Liaz termen, many 
times; Liaz dtrn, many hands. Generally 
fpeaking, in the Cornifti and other Bri- 
tifti dialefts, the fubftantive is placed 
before its adjeftive; as. Den da, virbo-^ 
nus; but in the cardinal numerals, the 
pronouns pofTcfTive and the words Liaz, 
many; Ken, other; Nep, anyy/ome;^Kcni^ 
fer, each, and fuch like, the contrary ob- 
tains.

OF THE PRONOUN. 



THE main difficulty in the pro- 
nouns is, that befides their fepa- 
rate ufe, as in other languages, thofe 
which are called the perfonal and pof- 
fciTive, are always entangled with the 
prepofitions, and the conjunftion Ha, 
aKd\ (as alio A, bath:) The prepofition 
and pronoun, or conjunftion and pro- 
noun making but one word. Nor is 
this peculiar to the Cornifh: For (not 
to mention Meciif?j, &c. in the Latin) it 
obtains alfo in the Armoric and Welfli; 
and is no lefs obvious in that ancient 
dialed of the Britifti, we find ftill pre- 
ferved in the Highland Scotifh or Irifh. 
An enumeration of the pronouns may 
render this fingularity lefs intricate.

OF THE VERB* 



THERE are five regular infinitives 
or primary terminations of verbs, 
in the Cornifh. 

The firft infinitive ends in a; as, 
Arjila, to recoil; Bcua, lo livei Dalla, 
to make blind; Eva, to drink; Fyfta, to 
tbrejh ; Guefga, to wear; Huetha, to blow ; 
Ira, to anoint; Krenna, to tremble; La- 
dha, to kill; Methia, to nurje; Ncdha, to 
Spin; Ouna, to fear; Pcrna, to buy; 
Ranna, tojhare or divide; Scdha, to fit ; 
TWxdiy to grow ^ Zalla, to fait. 

This infinitive remains fo in the pre- 
fcnt Armoric; but in an old Vocabulary 
printed at Paris, by Yvon Quillivcre, 
1 521, I find it terminates in affi as, 
IcugafF, to yoke or couple I RhifglafF, to 
Jlide; Elvcnnafi^, to fparkle; DamnafF, to 
corMmn\ EnglennafF, to Jiick or adhere 
unto. 

Of the verbs that arc of this infinitive 
in the Cornilh, the greatcft part end in 
opry in the Welfli ; as, Corn. Kyhydha, 
to betray^ W. Kyhydho ; Tefijia, to tire^ 
W. Dyffy^io ; Danta, to bite, W. Dc- 
intio ; Kribia, to card, W. Kribo; Zona, 
to cbarm, W. Suyno ; Kufga, to Jleepy 
Kyljy; Diflionka, tofwallowy Dadlynky; 
Kana, to fing, Kany; Privia, to bleat y 
Brevy. Some exceptions there arej as, 
Beua, W. By u, Eva, y ved ; t Guruedha, 



Goruedh: Ladha, Lhadh; and Sedha, 
ciftcdh ; but not very many, 

Thefecond infinitive ends in /, or^, 
and is common to the Cornifli with the 
Armoric Britons, and the Welfh: for 
our terminating fo many of them in », 
as, Karu, to lovcy &c. makes no excep- 
tion, u being but equivalent to^', and 
the pronunciation being regarded here, 
not the orthography. 

The letter y diff^eriiVg fo very little 
from /, efpecially- in the termination of 
words of more than one fyllabie, may be 
in this infinitive fpared ; and fuch words 
written conftantly with an i; as^ Delki, 
(not defky) to learn \ Ajeri, to open; 
Sinzhi, to bold; gyfenzhi, to lay ; Gulhi, 
to wajh; Lelki, to burn ; Terhi, to break; 
ll\i2ix\j to play \ Kelli, to loofe; Prediri, 
to meditate or think upon; Tebri, and 
Dibri, to eat; Gorthybi [<zffiGorthebi] 
to anfwer; Srrihui, to/neeze; Kylyui, to 
lighten. 

The third, as commonly written in 
the CorniHiMSS. ends in s; but accord- 
ing to pronunciation, all fuch words 
(hould be written with a %; as, Miraz, 
to look; Guelaz, to/ee; Buz, to be; D^z, 
to come; M^.z, to go; Mtrliaz, to grind; 
YuhcUaz, [t y;^elJaz] to a/cend; Kyme-

This infinitive ended formerly in /, 
as it does yet in divers words in Wales, 
but much more in Bas Bretagne; as, 
Brafaat, to grow big\^uhzntC2Ldiiy^ lejfen ;

The fourth regular infinitive ends in 
/; as, Merual [-f- Murual] to die; Teu- 
Icl, or tyulel, tocaft; Kyneual, to dine; 
Leverel, tofpeak; t Gurythyl, to make; 
Teuel, to befilent; t Lemmel, f Icbmal, 
to leap ; Kyntl, to gather \ Scvel, toftand. 

Kynnilh and^tv^y are the words in 
the Wclfh, anfwering to this Kyntl and 
Scvel i but we Jiavc not any termination 
in /, though it be very common in the 
Armoric; as, Krial, to cry; Defial, to 
defy; Dcr%el, to hold; Drafqual, to crack; 
a^nhaly to bark i licnuc\y to name ; Me- 
ncl, to tarry ; Ringal, to cleanft; Teurl, 
to throw or cajly to hurl; Tripal, to dance; 
Trufial, to make a notfe; Kleuel, to be 
Jick ; Binigal, to blefs; Shemcl, to tarry; 
Brihadal, to embrace; Farfal, to mock; 
Dizrcvel, to relate or rehearfe. 

The fifth may be called the Teutonic 
infinitive, as ending in », but there are 
but tew verbs of this termination in the 
Cornifll. Danin, is to fend; Govyn, and 



gvfen, to afk; Huerhin, to laugh; and 
+ Ten, or tun, to bring or carry : and in 
the Armoric, Efpern, is tofpareyandDlz- 
remen, to traverfe orpafs to and again. 

Thefe five arc the primary or Difti- 
onary terminations of almoft all verbs 
in the Cornifli, but I find that fome- 
times the fame verb has two or three of 
thefe infinitives ; as, + Yflcyn, and Efkyn- 
na, to mount or afcend ; Kith and Kitha, 
to hide \ and Kauz, f Keuza and Keuzel, 
s to talk. 

The infinitive mood is (as in the other 
dialeds of the Britifli) varioufly applied, 
and of frequent ufc in the Cornifh: for 
it fometimes ferves as a fubftantivc as in 
the Latin, Vcllc fuum cuique eft, &c. 
and by the help of the particle a [or 
+ ou] before it, it fupplies the room of 
the particle of the prefent tenfe; as, A 
kufga, ^^<f/)/»f ; A prediri,y?«i>7«g-; Ou 
kolyaz, watching ; f Ou Sevel, Jla iding ;

Thirdly. That in flriftnefs there is no 
prefcnt tenfc of the indicative mood, 
the time prcfent being cxpreflcd by an 
auxiliary verb, and either the infinitive 
mood or a participle of the prefent 
tenfc; faying, I do work, or I am work- 
ings for 1 work: but neverthelefs, the 
auxiliary is often omitted, and then the 



future tcnfe fupplies the ufc of the pre- 
fent; Jor Ev a gleu, is be bears ^ as well 
as be will bear.

Fourthly. The radix, or moft fimplc 
termination of the verb, is moft com- 
monly the third perfon fingular of the 
future tenfe of the indicative mood, or 
elfe (which is generally the fame) the 
fecond perfon fingular of the impera- 
tive : as, Gura, do Jbou ; Kouz, Jpeak 
thoui Ro, givei Ki, go; Gaz, quit, or 
' leave*^ Gav, forgive, &c. though they 
fometlmes augment fuch verbs by the 
addition of an a or i: for they fay, Go- 
vyn, ajk thou, or Govynna; Galu, ca/l, 
^rGalua; Fyfiin, bqfien, or fyfiinZ', Gor, 
put, or Gori, &c. 



The forming of a Verb Passive. 

A verb pallive is but a fort of im- 
perfonal, as havfng but one termination 
in a tenfe, and chat word is added to 
any perfon of either number.

Inftead of this particle [^a] which is 
according to the modern pronunciation, 
in the manufcripts of any (landing we 
find ou J as, Ou leflci, burning ; Ou Kor- 
ttZyftaying \ Ou montZygoing; Ou rezek, 
running ; Ou fevcl, ftanding ; Ou tun, 
carrying. When two or more participles 
come together, the a or ou is requifite 
only before the firftj as, 'ma n dzhyi a 
roftia ha prydzhan, tb^ are roajiing and 
boilings Patl yzhi a kylyui ha trenna! 
bow it thunders and lightens ! 

In common fpeaking« the particle is 
fometimcs omitted ; as, Huei 'ra kavaz 
an guaz brez, zijir-na kufga u^r an 
gorha, you will find that great lazy fellow 
Jleeping on the hay. 

The participle of the preterperfedl 
tenfc, is formed from the radix or fe- 
cond perfon fingular of the imperative 
mood, by making yz it's termination, 
and extenuating mod commonly the 
penultimate vowel, viz. The changing

OF THE ADVERB AND INTERJECTION. 



ADVERBS are frequently made out 
of two words united; as, Ter- 
guyth, ibrice, from Tair, three, and 
Guethj a cour/e or turn\ Ragoun, leajt 
that, from Rag, /?r, and Oun, fear. 
And this we find alfo common in the 
Latin; as, Quamobrem, quapropter, 
fjepenumero, propterea; quarc qud re, 
denuo denovo, pridic priori die, Sec. But 
fuch words occafioning fbmetimes the 
accent in the laH: fyllable, are an excep- 
tion of the idiom of the Britifh ; the 
accent being generally throughout each 
dialefl in the antepenultima. 

The particle en [or jr»] placed before 
an adjcdive ferves to exprefs thofe ad- 
jcftive-adverbs which in Englifli end 
in ly; as, En fir, wifely; En fplan, 
clearly; En 'lannith, cleanly; En luan, 
cbearfully, &c. 

The adverbs \Jj\i and Laur, or laver, 
^enouglf^ are placed contrary to what we 
xjfe, after the noun : for where we fay 
Digon o byfgod, \jifb enough] they fay 
Pyfgoz lyk, and pyfgoz lauer. And 
Nevra [never] with fome fuch like, re- 
quire another negative with them, the 
verb being commonly interpofed : as 
Ni uel -J- bithgueth, he will never fee.

Astoprofody, fuch as are curious ro 
knov/ the forts of verfe, &c. ufed by 
thcBritons, are referred to the ingenious

Rudiment a : Ad Illujtr. Frrum EJouardum

Ennian OiTeiriad, or 
Ennianui Prefbyrer, his cotemporary.

The fort of verfe I find moft com- 
mon amongft our oldeft remains; is that 
called Englyn Milur in Jo. Dav. 
Rhys's Grammar, p. 184. And as I 
have (tho' but rarely) heard the fame in 
the fhire of Argile in Scotland, and alfo 
in Cornwall, I am apt to conclude it 
one of the moft ancient, if not the very 
oldeft fort of verfe we ever had ; and 
that it was in this fort of metre the 
Druids taught their difciplcs; of whom 
Cicfar fays: Adhos ma^nus Sdole/centium 
numerus Difciplin^ cauja concurrit. — // 
certo anni tempore in finibui Carnufum^ 
qtia regio toiius Gallia media babetur^ 
conftduni^ in loco conjecrato. Hue omnes 
tindique conveniiint \ eorumque judiciis de- 
cretijque parent. Dijciplina in Britan- 
nia reperta at que inde in Galliam tranflata^ 
ejfe exijiimatur. Et nunc qui diligentius 
earn rem cognofcere volunt^ plerumque illo 
d'^Jcendi caujfa profici/cuntur.

That this is ancient enough to have 
been the verfe ufed by the Druids, is 
manifcft from there being fome tradi- 
tional remains of it at this day, in 
Wales, Cornwall and Scotland-, though 
it be immemorial when any fuch were 
laft made. And that it really was ufed 
by them fcems alfo highly probable, as 
a great number of the Wclfli Englyns 
of this fort have always fome dodlrine, 
divine or moral, in the conclufion j the 
reft being often infignificant, and fcrv- 
ing only as metre thereunto. And of 
this kind are thofe very ancient Epi- 
grams called Englynyon ur eiry : as,

AS the following Letters moftly re- 
late to thofe few remainders of the 
Comi/b language, which Mr. Tonkin took 
upon him to coUedb ; and thofe, which 
do not immediately regard them, have 
however many things in them contain- 
ing his obfervations while he was in this 
county, &c. very well worth the perufal 
of the learned, it is thought they would 
not be unacceptable in thfs place, they 
being very proper to bear conripany with 



this Work, and in fome refpeft a necef* 
fary appendage to it. However, this I 
^am certain of, that nothing which comes 
from him can be rcjeftcd by competent 
judges i and therefore I hope that I need 
not make any apology to fuch, for in- 
ferting them hcre.-I ftiall add no more 
than that they are faithful copies of the 
originals, and that they were all diredled 
to Tbo. Tonkin, Efq. at Lambrigan, in St. 
Piran in the Sands, where he then lived. 



LETTER I. 



Honoured Sir, 
YOU will receive by the bearer, 
(Mr. Jones) Mr. Carew's Survey of Corn- 
w<3//, together with what elfel borrow'd, 
with my mod humble thanks. I once 
defigned to have waited on you myfclf 
long ere this; but now it fo happens, 
that I take the South coad, and leave 
the North to the bearer, to copy fuch 
old infcriptions as (hall occur, and to 
take what account he can of the geo- 
graphy of the pariflies. I know you will 
be pleafcd to favour and aflift him in 
in your neighbourhood; but where we 
have no acquaintance, we fiad the peo- 
ple more fufpicious and jealous (not- 
withftandingwchavemyLordBifhop's|| 
approbation of the undertaking) than 
in any country we have travelled.

to any of your acquaintance moreeaft- 
ward. Mr. Pennick not being at home, 
we have been ftriftly examined in feve- 
ral places; and I am told the people, 
notwithftanding our long continuance 
here, have not yet removed their jca- 
loufy. 1 was forced, for their fatisfac- 
tion, to open your letter to Mr. Pennick, 
and that proving to be juft fuch an ac- 
count of me, as I had given, we were 
immediately difmiffed.* 

• Mr. Lhuyd came into the country at a time, when all the 
people were under a fort of panick, and in terrible ap* 
prehcnfion of thieves and houfe- breakers; and travelling 
with histhree companions (with knap-fdcksonthtir (hould- 
ersj on foot| for the better feaiching (or fimplcs, viewingf 
and taking drauglits of every thing remarkable, and for ibat

And Sir Richard Vyvyan being then 
nut ol the country, (to whom I intended to have recom- 
mnided hun, and who had likcwife by ray means iome ac- 
quaintaitce with him in Oxferd) I gave him a Letter to the 
late Mr. Chacccllor Pcin'xh^ then rcfiding a; i^. ni/fan. 
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Tbr Monument at Burien^ in the laft 
edition of Camden, is fomcwhat crrone-

LETTER IV. 

Honoured Sir, 

It was but three days fincc that 
Mr. Tbomfon fhcwed me your letter 
about the Comijh MSS. &c. Thofe two 
I formerly gave him an account of, arc 
all the books here in that language. — 
One of them (which is the more valu- 
able) is a fmall folio, written on parch- 
ment, in a court hand, about 200 years 
fince. This has formerly been copied, 
and Mr. Anflis has (I fuppofe) the only 
copy that ever was taken from it. Hav- 
ing compared Mr. Anjiis's copy (which 
he was pleafed to lend me) with the 
original, I find it has feveral fmall er- 
rata. The Biftiop (Sir Jtmat. Trelawney) 
was pleafed to communicate to me Mr. 
Keigwyn's tranflation, and tranfcript of 
Mr. Anftis's copy, which I have alfo 
tranfcribed for my own ufej but com- 
paring this book of Mr. KeigwytCs with 
the Bodley original, I find the old gen- 
tleman did not always keep to his text, 

but varied fometimes as he could make 
fenfe. 'Tis therefore, as you truly con- 
clude, the bcft courfc to tranfcribe 

from the originals, Mr. Tbatnfon 

tells me he can get the Taberders to 
tranfcribe by turns: and one Griffith 
of our College (who has tranfcribed 
mine, and is well acquainted with the 
hand, and partly underftands the lan- 
guage) offers his fervice to copy both, 
at fix-pence a ftieot ; fo be pleafed to 
write to either of us your orders, and 
they fliall beobfcrved. This book con- 
fifts of three plays \ and the other which 
is on paper, written about 100 years 
fince by one IV. Jordan^ contains I think 
but one. If you arc for Mr. Keigivyn's 

tranflation^ 
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tranflation, it ihall be alfo tranfcribed ; 
but I muft acquaint Mr. Anjlis with it: 
or if you would have the Engli/b in a 
book apart, with the fame Bgures, num- 
ber of lines in a page that the Comi/h 
hath, &c. it may be done without men- 
tioning, though for ought I know, you 
and Mr. Anftis are intimate friends. — 
Four-pence a flieet will be enough for 
tranfcribing the Emglifby but the Cornijb 
you know will be twice as tedious. 

Sir, I am forry the Swedijb gentleman 
neglefted to leave my letter behind him, 
wherein I begged your pardon (as I now 
heartily do) for not returning my thanks 
at our coming from France. My Comijb 
▼erfes have I doubt fo many WalUcifms^ 
that they are not worth your enquiring 
after. I fent the printed copy by the 
Swede to Mr. Moor^ and 'twas left with 
his widow : and it had been fent them 
before in writing, with a tranflation of 
them. Thofe few things that occurred 
to me in Cornwall^ which are chiefly In- 
fcripcions, and a Vocabulary as copious 
as I can make it, I deGgn to infert (God 
willing) in my Arcbaologia Britannica\ 
which I hope to print fome time this 
next fummcr.

The Corni^ 'Verfes (fince you 
muft have them) arc here fent y:ou; 



though they are not worth the trouble 
of reading, much lefs the fending Jo 
far. I aimed at imitating the Book 
Comijhj rather than the Cornijb now 
fpokenj for, as you'll find when you 
receive your manufcripts, it has been 
much corrupted this lafl: age or two. 
Mr. Tbomfon tells me you were pleafed 
to acquaint him in one of your letters, 
that you have an old man in your neigh- 
bourhood, that underftands the prefent 
Cornijb I if fo, I (hould be glad of any 
fuch riddles, or rhimes, you can pick 
up from him, as alfo to know how much 
he underftands of thefe of mine. 

This fort of verfc was, for what I can 
yet find, the oldeft, if not the only verfc 
amongft the ancient Britons: for 'tis the 
oldeft in our fVelJb books, and I have 
heard an old fellow repeat one of them 
in the Higblands of Scotland \ and had 
another from the Clerk oi St. Jufti viz. 

An lavar koth y w lavar gwtr, 
Na boz nevra doz vaz an tavaz re hir t

The old faying is a true faying^ 
A tongue too long never did good:

Amongft our old Britijh Elegies^ 
whereof a good number are ftill pre- 
ferved in parchment MSS. (though I 
was refufed accefs to the two ftudies, 
where they chiefiy are) I find one on 
Gereint ab Erbyn in the fame kind of 
verfe, which I defign to print with fome 
others in my /ircbaologia. This Gereint 
ab Erbyn, according to our account, 
was a Prince of your country, and co-

obfcrvcd that you have places called 
yet Germs, and Trev Erbyn^ denomina- 
ted for ought twe know from this Gereinfy 
and his Father. The Elegy celebrates 
his valour at the battle of Djonghortby 
where he was flain. Camden tells us 
London was called L^ongport^ by an old 
Britijh bard -, but I am apt to think the 
place meant here, muft have been fome- 
where in the Weft.-f 

Mr. T^bomjon has already got Jordan s 
MS. copied for you, by the I'aberders ; 
which being a late plain hand, they have 
done I hope well enough : but he did 
not defign to fct them upon the other, 
becaufe it is a large tafk, and an old 
court hand •, fo I'll put either Griffith^ or 
Parrjy about tl>at, and the other wri- 
tings, as you deGre. Be pleafed in your 
next to inform us, whether you would 
have Keigwyn*s*^n^\G^ tranflation writ- 
ten on the oppofite pages, or thefe pages 
left blank for your own Latin or En^ijh 
tranflation hereafter; and Yizvc Keigwyn' s 
tranflation by itfelf. The reafon I pro- 
pofe this is, becaufe Keigwyn's Englifli 
makes the Comijb poems appear very 
ridiculous to (Irangers; in regard he

has been fcrupulous in placing his Eng^ 
lift) words according to the Comijb^ 
throughout all his work. Be pleafed 
to favour us with two lines at your firft 
leifure, and it fhall be done as you 
order ; and fent you as you ihali dire£l, 
either in loofe fheets, or bound. 

The fubfcriptions 1 took were to- 
wards my travels, which are now over. 
I have had but few fubfcribers; but all 
I have, excepting fome few of our coun- 
try (who were brought in by example) 
are gentlemen of learning, and curio- 
fity. All the return I can make them, 
will be copies of what I fliall priAt, and 
the mentioning in the title page, that 
'twas done at their command and ex- 
pences, &c. with a catalogue of the 
fubfcribers, and the book dedicated to 
them in general. They have fubfcribed 
according to their quality, fome more, 
fome lefs, from twenty to fifty fliillings;

Your Corniflj MS. is at laft tranfcri- 
bedj and your copy is the only true 
one that I prefume was ever taken; for 
Mr. Anfiiis tranfcriber, being wholly a 
(Iranger to the language and the hand^ 
has committed innumerable midakes, 
and then never collated it with the ori- 
ginal, which Mr. Griffith has done; but 
his hand is not fo good as could be 
wiftied, though legible enough. "Mr. 
Keigwyn finding it erroneous, tranfcribed 
it himfelf, fo as lo make his fenfe of it; 
but neither of them agree with the ori- 
ginal: fo I bi'lieve Mr. Keigzxyn muft 
fometimcs have miftakcn his author. —

I have, fince my laft, 
met with Keigwyn^s tranflation of yor-- 
dan's play, which I then told you I had 
loft; and Mr. Tbomfon has got it tran- 
fcribed for you, and will fend it you 
the firft conveniency. The tranflation 
of the old plays is writ out: but I muft 
defire to keep thefe old plays, and their 
tranflation, a little longer, becaufe it is 
a much truer copy than mine, and I 
am now upon the Comijb Vocabulary 
promifed in the propofals. I thank 
you for your own fubfcription, and the 
other two gentlemen's you mention: I 
was fenfible the fybjefts were too lin- 
gular to have many fubfcribers; how- 
ever, I hope to have a good number yet 
out of your county, feeing the Biftiop 
of Carlijle has returned twenty out of 
Qmberland. 

Our lateft news here is the death of 
Dr. fVallis^ who is fucceeded in the

Gardiner^ the Warden oi All-Souls: and 
'tis difcourfed, the place of Savilian Pro- 
feffor will be offered to Mr. Hally^ Dr.

following account out of his manufcript 
oi the Glamorgan families, &c. 

Sir Edward pamyZmbdiSd^oT to Rome 
for Queen Mary^ was a younger fon of 
HowelCarn^Sj fon oi JohnCamy \hHorwel 
Carn^ 'ab JahnCarn^ 'ab Thomas , 'ab Sir 
John Corny 'ab fVilliam, 'ab Thomas, 'ab 
Charles, 'ab Sir Devereux, (alias Kywras) 
*ab Thonfas, fecond fon of Jtbel Brenin 
Gwent. The word Brenin is ufcd at 
prefcnt for King-, but 'twas formerly, a 
tributary Prince, and many of them 
had but fmall territories: fbr in our 
annals we often find mention 6i Brenin 
Pegeizt, i. c, Flintjhire ; Brenin Dived, 
by which is meant Pembroke/hire i 
Brenin Karedigion, or King of Cardigan- 
Jhire, &c. As for the country of Gwent, 
'twas only that part of the old Morgan-- 
nug, called now Montnouthjhire. For 
though Morgannug be at prefent ufed 
only for Glamorgan/hire, yet it fignified 
anciently the countries we call now 
Monmouth and Glamorgan ; as appears by 
the red book of Hergeft. Ithel King of 
Gwent was (according to George Owen 
Harry) the fon of Ivor, 'ab Howel, 'ab 
Kradock, 'ab Jejiin, 'ab Gurgent, Lord of 
Morgannug, in the time of IVilliam Rufus. 
The faid Gurgent (according to an old 
manufcript I met with at Gwidir, in 
Nortb-IVales) was the fon of Itbel, *ab 
Kadualon, 'ab Gurgant, 'ab Artmor, 'ab 
Owen, 'ab Howel, 'ab Rys, 'ab Artvael, 
'ab /fyj, 'ab Itbel, 'ab Morgan, 'ab Artnes, 
*ab Meurig, 'ab TWr/f, 'ab P^/V;V, 'ab 
Ninian, 'ab /r^, 'ab £r^/^, 'ab Miwr/>, 



'ab 5^'// Mi7«r, the father of Kajfualon, 
oxCafftbellanus, thcBriii/hGcncral againfl: 
Julius Ctefar. Itbel, King of Gwent's 
eldefl: fon, was Meirick, whofe daughter 
Morvidth, was married to Gronu 'ab Ed^ 
nived Vix^^* This Gronu was father to 
Tydyr, father to Gronu, father to Tydyr, 
father to Meredydb, father to Oz4?«f Tydyr, 
(for his name was Ote;^ 'ab Meredydb 
'ab Tydyr) grandfather to King iiswry 
the VII th. Ithyn in yf»/. ^<W, muft 
needs be an error of the prcfs for Itbel, 
there being no fuch name as the former 
ever ufed by the Britons. 

The fame friend (whofe name is Mr. 
Philip Williams, of Diffryn near Neath) 
acquaints me, that one of the faid Itbel, 
Prince ofGwent's feats, was called Pen- 
Karn, whence the name of Karn: and if 
Le was ever prefixed to it, 'twas done in 
imitation of the Normans, among whom 
they lived. The word Karn, Kairn, or 
Karned, fignifies a heap offtones, and there 
are hundreds of places fo named in 
Wales, Scotland, and Ireland: there are 
not a few in Cornwall Vikcwifc. A con- 
tinuance of your obliging correfpon^ 
dence, would always be efteemed as one 
of the greateflt happinefs of the remain- 
der of his days, by, &c.
